All daytime parking on down- 
town streets would be barred 
under a proposed ordinance for.

ye 


sterday. 

The bill, to be introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen, would go 
beyond the committee’s plan, 
which for example would permit 
limited parking on one side of 
streets in the congested down- 
town area. 

Most of the proposals of the 
committee, a Chamber of Com- 
merce organization, will be re- 
tained, Kriz said. Changes re- 
sulted from a study of the plan 
by police traffic officials and en- 
gineers in his department, Kriz 
pointed out. 

Police Recommendations. 

Police recommended _prohibi- 
tion of all parking between 
Twelfth boulevard and Third 
street, and Market street. and 
Franklin avenue, and also on 
Washington avenue from Twelfth 
to Leffingwell avenue and Wal- 
nut street from Sixth street to 


Twelfth. 


Loading and unloading from the 
streets in the downtown area dur- 
ing the day will be limited, with 
the exact amount of maximum 
time permitted yet to be deter- 
mined, Kriz said. These opera- 
tions will be prohibited, except 
for those of emergency nature, 
between 4 and 6 p.m. daily. 

Alley loading and unloading, 
where possible, will be encour- 
aged, and to provide a better use 
of such facilities, these opera- 
tions will be limited to one hour 
for one vehicle, he added, 

Kriz said that he had consulted 
local and

ning peak hour and been as- 


sured of their co-operation. 

Kriz proposed a number of ad- 
ditional one-way streets and the 
extension of one-way designations 
on éxisting one-way routes, both 
in the downtown and in some out- 
lying areas. Southbound routes, 
as he proposed them, would be 
Sixth street, from Cass avenue to 
Chouteau avenue; Eighth, Cass to 
Clark; Terith, Hempstead to Clark; 


' ,Beaumont, Easton avenue to Mar- 


ket street. 
One-Way Streets. | 

Northbound routes he outlined 
are: Seventh, Clark to Cass; 
Ninth, Clark to Hempstead; Elev- 
enth, Clark to Cass; Cardinal, 
Market to Easton. 

Westbound-only streets woyld 
be: Locust, Third to Theresa; St. 
Charles, Third to’ Jefferson; Lu- 
cas, Third to Jefferson; Pine, 
Third to Grand; O’Fallon, Ninth 
to Eighteenth; Carr, Broadway to 
Twelfth (This is presently east- 
bound); Lafayette, Grand to Tow- 
er Grove. 

Eastbound: Olive, Twelfth to 
Third; Biddle, Eighteenth to 
Ninth; Cole, Eighteenth to Broad- 
way (This is presently westbound); 
DeTonty, Tower Grove to Grand. 

Other No-Parking Areas. 

In other congested areas, Kriz 
proposes to prohibit parking on 
both sides of some major streets 
instead of permitting parking on 
one side, as suggested by the 
Chamber of Commerce group. 
These include Sarah street, be- 
tween Manchester and Easton 
avenues, and Euclid avenue, be- 
tween Delmar and Kingshighway 
boulevards. 

Outside the congested areas, 
Kriz said it was not necessary to 
be as restrictive as recommended 
by the committee. The committee 
would have prohibited parking on 
the side of important thorough-

JET SHOCK WAVE

A jolt felt yesterday in the / 
vicinity -of Lambert-St. Louis 
Field was explained by a McDon- 
nell Aircraft Corp. spokesman as 
a result of a shock wave set up

dive of a jet fighter plane. 
Residents of the area said the 
shock occurred between 11:30 and 
11:45 am.

The McDonnell spokesman said 
the test pilot began his test dive 
eight miles west of the field at 
35,000 feet—six and one-half 
miles—and pulled out of it at 20,- 
000 feet. The wave continued to 
the ground. Such shock waves 
usually are produced by a plane 
that approaches or exceeds the 
speed of sound, but the aircraft 
company spokesman declined to 
give the plane’s speed, McDon- 
nell has contracts for both Navy 
and Air Force jet fighters. 


1300 IN WILDCAT 
‘STRIKE RETURN,

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Feb. 7 (UP) 
—The Hoosier Cardinal Corp. to- 
day fired 30 of the 1300 workers 
returning after a wildcat strike. 
The firm said that the discharged 
workers were involved in a picket 
line fight yesterday in which five 
persons were injured. 

The CIO United Auto Workers 
union, which represents employes 
at the plastics products plant, said 
that the strike was a wildcat walk- 
out, called without union sanction.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 7 (UP) 
—A 49-year-old workman suffered 
the loss of his right leg when he 
was struck and dragged 125 feet 


by a roller coaster at Playland at 
the beach yesterday. 

Jack Williams, a veteran main- 
tenance man on the thrill ride, 
was working 70 feet above the 
ground on the top trestle when 
hit by the speeding string of cars.

Decay Has Consumed $34,000,000 
In Downtown Assessed Property 
Values Since 1930, Survey Shows 


‘is a degenerative disease which 


Stores in Area Getting 
Dwindling Share of 
Dollars — Business 
Telephones Decrease.

Decay has eaten away more 
than $34,000,000 worth of assessed 
property values in downtown St. 
Louis since 1930, a survey by the 
Post-Dispatch disclosed yester- 
day. . 

This is only one of the marks 
of deterioration that have im- 
pressed civic leaders with thé 
need for taking drastic action to 
give the central ®usiness area a 
new lease on life. 


Signs of Stagnation. 


The following signs of stagna- 
tion and decay stand out: 

Downtown real estate, which 
bore 15 per cent of the city’s 
total tax assessment on realty 
in 1930, now carries only 11 per 
cent. At current tax rates the 
‘difference spells about $1,250,- 
000 a year in city revenue, 


Downtown stores are getting 
a dwindling share of dollars 
spent in the St. Louis metro- 
politan district. In 1939 they 
rang up 69 per cent of the total 
retail sales; in 1948 their share 
dropped to 63 per cent; in 1953 
it promises to be still less. ° 

Instead of expanding, the 
number of business telephone 
subscribers in the downtown 
section actually is getting small- 
er year by year. 

No new office building of any 
size has been erected in down- 
town St. Louis since 1926, a 
‘major obstacle to incoming 
business. 

Despite the tremendous in- 
crease in number of automo- 
biles on the streets since World 
War II, the central business 
area provides only 3578 addi- 
tional parking spaces. 

Since Olive and Market 
streets were widened in the 
1920s, there have been no street 
improvements to expedite the 
flow of downtown traffic, other 
than to make Chestnut street 
and Delmar boulevard one-way 
thoroughfares. . - 

City 189 Years Old. 
Cities, like people, are subject 
to ailments of age, and St. Louis 
is 189 Years old. The process by 
which a downtown business dis- 
trict becomes choked by traffic 
and an expanding ring of slums 


saps economic vitality, hardens 
the business arteries, obstructs 
the flow of lifeblood between the 
heart of a community and the 
extremities and leads to creeping 
paralysis. 

Halfway, palliative measures 
make little headway against this 
disease, which requires surgery. 
Civic leaders who Rave set om 
the Urhan Redevelopment Corp. 
of St. Louis, drafted the Chamber 
of Commerce plan for immediate 
traffic relief, mapped slum clear- 
ance to make room for industrial 
expansion and now are organiz- 
ing Civic Progress, Inc., recognize 
this and are getting ready for a 
series of major operations. 

While the assessed value of all 
real estate in the city rose 8.1 per 
cent from 1930 to 1953, the assess- 
ment on the central retail district 
dropped 21.3 per cent. In this 
period of nearly a quarter of a 
century the first decade was taken 
up by the great depression and 
slow recovery. Thereafter the city, 
under Assessor Joseph P. Sestric, 
has been reforming its assess- 
ments with the goal of uniformity. 

Peak Reached in 1930. 

In 1930, when downtown real | 
estate values were at a peak, as- 
sessed value of property in the 
area bounded by Third street, 
Twelfth boulevard, Washington 
avenue ‘and Market amounted to 
$163,403,104. By 1940, the down- 
town values had slumped to 
$117,223,091. Part of the loss was 
regained by 1950, when the total 
stood at $144,231,740, but since 
then there has been another over- 
all drop, and valuations now are 
down to $128,598,060. 

This is not to imply that every 
piece of property in the central 
business district has declined in 
worth. Profits have been realized 
in some.sales; of the 20 blocks 
listed as the most valuable in 
1930, four are assessed at higher 
levels today. But for the district 
as a whole the contrast between 
1930 and 1953 is on the debit 
side, 

An added element of downtown 
decay in terms of city revenue 
has been an increase in tax-ex- 
empt realty. 

Assessed valuations for the en- 
tire city amounted to $1,089,049,- 
440 in 1930; the next decade 
brought a drop to $883,524,650, 
but recovery carried the total to

CONGRESS TOLD 
IF BLOCKADE OF 
CHINA 15 PLANNED 


SPARKMAN WANTS'BELGIANS 10 WAIT 
ON FRENGH BEFORE 


THEY TELL DULLES 


Be Act of War—Know- 
land for U. S. Taking 
Step Alone If Allies 
Balked. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 :AP)— 
Senator Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, demanded today that the 
Administration tell Congress 
whether it plans a naval blockade 
of Red China as Senator Know- 
land (Rep.), California, renewed 
his support of such a move, 

Sparkman said in an interview 
he isn’t necessarily opposed to a 
blockade but he wants to know 
(1) if it would be an act of war, 
(2) if the United States should 
undertake it alone, and (3) what 


would be the consequences of 
such action. 

Knowland, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Republican Policy Committee, 
said he believes the United Na- 
tions should institute a blockade 
to halt shipments of war supplies 
to the Communists in Korea. He 
added that the United States 
should do it alone if other U.N. 
nations balked. 


Short Argues for Action. 
Representative Dewey Short 
(Rep.), Missouri, chairman of the 
House Armed Services Commit- 
tee, argued in a separate inter- 
view that a blockade, “instead of 
widening and lengthening the war, 
would shorten and confine it and 
save lives.” 

Chairman H. Alexander Smith 
(Rep.), New Jersey, has promised 
to call Secretary of State Dulles 
before a Senate Foreign Relations 
subcommittee for questioning 
about administration plans as soon 
as the Secretary returns from 
Europe. 

“I think we are less apt to 
broaden the war if we don’t per- 
mit Red China to keep building 
up its supply dumps,” Smith said. 
Sparkman noted that Adm. Ar- 
thur W. Radford, commander of 
the Pacific Fleet, had been quoted 
as telling Shert’s House commit- 
tee that the United States is in a 
position to put a blockade in force 
if Eisenhower decides on one. 
“There are a number of ques- 
tions that arise about such a 
move,” the Alabama Senator said. 
“President Eisenhower said in his 
State of the Union. message that 
this country plans no aggressive 
action in the Far East. 
‘Umbrella’ Implied, He Says. 
“But it seems to me that his 
order to the Seventh Fleet im- 
plies that we will furnish an um- 
brella for any attacks the Chinese 
Nationalists might make on the 
coast and I think the country 
ought to know how far. we are 
planning to go. 

“I intend to ask Mr. Dulles 
flatly if the Administration plans 
to put such a blockade in. effect 
and what the consequencés would 
be,” Sparkman said. 

Knowland disagreed with those 
who contend that a _ blockade 
would be likely to spread the 
Korean war. He added he ex- 
pects Dulles to keep the Foreign 
Relations group “fully informed” 
of contemplated moves in Asia, 
but he insisted the Administration 
can’t tip its hand publicly on 
some plans. 

Short said he believes Eisen- 
hower and the military leaders 
have considered several “meas- 
ures short of all-out shooting war 
that would bring pressure on the 
Communists” to end the Korean 
stalemate. 

Among possible moves he listed 
increased rearmament of the 
Chinese Nationalists and more use 
of other Asian troops, as well as 
a naval blockade. 

Need for More Troops. 
Short, who recently visited 
Formosa and Korea, said he was 
told any attempt to launch an im- 
portant Korean offensive in the 
near future would:require more 
American troops. This, he said, 
would mean enlarging the draft 
and might require freezing the 
service periods for some of the 
750,000 men—half the army—due 
to be demobilized this year. 

Radford’s talk with Eisenhower 
was allowed to “leak’ ‘by mem- 
bers of the House Armed Services 
Committee. 

Nature of the leak indicated the 
Administration may have sent up 
the proposal as a trial balloon to 
get the reaction of Congress, for- 
eign allies, and the American 
people. 

Sparkman, the 1952 Democratic 
vice ‘presidential nominee, appar- 
ently signaled a break in the new 
administration’s foreign policy 
honeymoon with Congress when 
he fired sharp questions at the 
.O.P, leadership about the fleet 
order, He asked:

FRENCH CABINET TAKES UP | 
WEAKENING AMENDMENTS — 


Officials Inform Secretary 
They Want to Know 
How Paris Wants to 
Change Treaty for Uni- 
fied Army. 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 7 (AP) — Bel- 
gian leaders told Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles today 
they will take no further action 
on the European. army treaty un- 
til they know how France wants 
to change it. 

Premier Jean Van Houtte and 
Foreign Minister Paul Van Zee- 


‘land made this clear in a meeting} 


in the Belgian Foreign Ministry 
with Dulles and Mutual Security 
Administrator Harold  Stassen, 
who are seeking to hurry up Eu- 
ropean unity. 

The Belgians were referring to 
the proposed amendments to the 
European Defense Community 
treaty which France expects to 
circulate to the other EDC na- 
tions—West Germany, Italy, Bel- 
gium, Holland and Luxembourg— 
next week. French Foreign Min- 
ister Georges Bidault presented 
these amendments to the French 
cabinet in Paris today. 

Training Program Issue. 

Belgium is particularly inter- 
ested in reports that one new 
proposal would allow France to 
etain a national armqZ It would 
like to have the same privilege. 

Van Zeeland also insisted that 
the other nations of the EDC 
bring their military training pro- 
gram up to Belgian standards be- 
fore the partners begin merging 
their armies. 

By law, conscription fs for a 24- 
month period in Belgium, but the 
government recently began free- 
ing troops after their 21st 
month because other continental 
powers were not retaining their 
conseripts any longer. The issue 
of length of military service has 
—— a touchy one in Belgian poli- 

cs. 

In this, Van Zeeland was on 
good ground. President Eisen- 
hower himself, when he was su- 
preme commander of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
forces in Eurcpe, urged NATO 
partners to keep their men in uni- 
form two years. He argued that, 
in view of the months it takes to 
train recruits in handling modern 
military machinery, two-year serv- 
ice was needed to make an army 
effective. 


Invitation To Washington. 


: During the course of the meet- 
ing, which lasted two and a half 
hours, Dulles met privately with 
Van Zeeland, a fellow Princeton- 
ian, and invited the Foreign Min- 
ister to visit Washington this 
spring. 

The United States-Belgian dis- 
cussions were continued briefly 
during dinner in the home of the | 
United States Ambassador, Myron 
Cowen. 

Officials said Van Zeeland con- 
ceded that the EDC should be 
put into effect as soon as possible 
to enlist West German manpower 
in Western defense. But he 
pointed out Belgium could not 
finally adopt the scheme until it 
knew exactly what it would be. 

Van Zeeland made no prom- 
ises of an early ratification of the 
EDC even after the French 
amendments have been received. 
He offered no date by which he 
thought ratification might be 
completed, and the Americans did 
not ask for one, according to 
reliable informants. In other cap- 
itals, the word has been that the 
Americans want real progress by 
April 20. 


Domestic Politics a Factor. 


Domestic Belgian politics fig- 
ured in Van Zeeland’s attitude. 
The Belgian State Council re- 
cently gave an opinion that rati- 
fication of the EDC treaty will 
require an amendment of the Bel- 
gian constitution. Such a_ step 
would mean dissolution of Parlia- 
ment and new general elections, 
which might cost Van Zeeland his 
political head. 

His party now holds a narrow 
margin of four and two seats in 
the Senate and House respectively. 

Reliable sources said the Bel-., 
gians advised the Americans’ that 
their country is in good economic 
condition. Belgium has received 
no direct dollar aid since 1951, 
and there was no indication that 
Van Houtte and Van Zeeland 
asked for any for the future. 

Dulles and Stassen flew in from

next-to-last day of their fact-find- 
ing tour of Europe. They will 
visit Luxembourg tomorrow be- 
fore taking off for the United 
States.

TWO MEN RESCUED 
AFTER WANDERING 
IN CAVE FOUR DAYS 


FRANKLIN, W.Va., Feb. 7 (AP) 
—Searchers found two Washing- 
ton men lost since Wednesday in 
a vast cave near here. 

Harry C. Breeden Jr., 30 year- 
old electronics worker, and Ken- 
neth Sterner, 20, were reported 
safe but hungry and weary. 

The unnamed cave is only 
partly mapped but is known to 
have passages reaching back al- 
most ‘two miles. It-is about five 
miles south of Franklin on U.S. 
220. Franklin is about 160 miles 
west of the national capital, just 
across the Virginia line. 

State troopers and volunteer 
firemen made a cursory search 
Thursday night, after Breeden’s 
car. had been parked near the 
entrance for 24 hours.

The search was fre- 
sumed today when families of 
the two men became anxious 
about them. 

The two men had been wan- 
dering around since about 2:30 
p.m.

They kept moving to 
avoid freezing. 


EISENHOWER SIGNS FIRST BILL, 
CREATES NEW STATE DEPT. JOB 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 tAP)— 
President Eisenhower signed the 
first bill of his administration to- 
day, providing for a new under 
secretary of state for administra- 
tion. 

At the same time he. formally 
nominated for the job Donold B. 
Lourie of Peru, Ill., president of 
the Quaker Oats Co. 

The President announced two 
weeks before he was inaugurated 
that he would appoint Lourie, He 
said the additional under secre- 
tary will be primarily concerned 
with reorganization and adminis- 
trative matters, relieving the sec- 
retary from those burdens.

labor act. The report urged key 


federal agencies to do more to 
help safeguard vital industries 
against Red-controlled unions. 
‘The report rejected the idea 
that the Government has no 
power of regulation in this field, 
and it called on both industry 
and organized labor for greater 
efforts to combat unions under 
Communist control. 

Unions were credited with out- 
standing accomplishments in 
ousting Communists from their 
ranks, but the report said “there 
are still pockets of Communist 
domination and the free unions 
must expend added power and 
resourcefulness in eliminating 
these Communist pockets.” 

Employers Criticized. 


. On the other hand, the report 
denounced employers who seek

union, saying such divisive tactics 
make “no contribution to com- 
mon welfare.” 

. The report was’ issued by the 
Senate Labor-Management sub- 
committee of the last Congress. 
The group, headed by Senator 
Humphrey (Dem.), Minnesota, has 
been abolished since the Repub- 
licans came into power.

The wife of the Time-Life-For- 
tune magazine publisher and a 
former Republican Congress- 
woman from Connecticut will be 
the first woman Ambassador sent 
to Italy by any country. 
It was indicated, however, that 
she will not take the post until 
after the Italian national elec- 
tions, tentatively scheduled for 
May 31. 
Retiring Ambassador Ellsworth 
Bunker, who submitted his resig- 
nation as a matter of routine 
when the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion came into office, has agreed 
to the President’s request that he 
remain in Rome “for the time be- 
ing,” the White House said. 
Nomination Expected. 
Selection of Mrs. Luce, who 
will be 50 years old in April, 
had been expected for several 
weeks. She is a Roman: Catholic 
but it was not disclosed whether 
this entered into the President's 
choice.. She was reared a Protes- 
tant and was converted to the 
Catholic faith in 1946 by Bishop 
Fulton J. Sheen. As Ambassador 
to Rome she conceivably could be 
in a position to have contact with 
the Vatican. 
She will become the second 


woman, ambassador in *United 
States history. The first was Mrs. 
Eugenie Anderson of Minnesota, 
soon to retire as Ambassador to 
»Denmark. She was appointed by 
former President Truman. 

Mrs. Luce’s conversion to Ca- 
tholicism came near the end of 
her second consecutive term as 
Congresswoman from the Fourth 
Connecticut District. After her 
conversion, she dropped out of 
public life because, it was re- 
ported, she feared her religious 
activity would be misconstrued 
as a possible political move. 

Return to Politics. 


Last summer, she returned to 

political life in a dual role— 
advocating the nomination of Eis- 
enhower for the Presidency and 
seeking for herself nomination to 
the United States Senate. Her 
Senatorial aspirations Were dashed 
in Connecticut's state G.O.P. con- 
vention. 
Before she turned to politics, 
she was an author, playwright and 
actress.

A plan to keep the St. Louis 
Cardinals free of liens for unpaid 
income taxes is being worked out 
with the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau, the Post-Dispatch was told 
yesterday. 

The Government, which charges 
that Fred M. Saigh, owner of the 
Cardinals, owes $558,811-in taxes 
and penalties on unreported in- 
come of himself, his wife and the 
club, is reiuctant to piace any re- 
straint on the intricate operations 
of the baseball organization, an 
informant said. Saigh is under 
15 - month sentence for tax 
evasion. 

The baseball club had unre- 
ported income of $330,078 and 
owes taxes and penalties of $159,- 
542 for the years 1948 and 1949, 
the Government charged. Saigh 
had unreported income of $413,- 
179 and owes taxes and penalties 
of $399,359 for the period of 1944 
to 1950, tax agents reported. 

A lien would interfere with pay- 
ments of salaries to players, deals 
between farm clubs and the par- 
ent organization, trades with 
other clubs and contracts with 
concessionaires, and radio and 
television stations. 

Advantage to U.S. 

Tax officials said it would be 
to the Government’s advantage 
to permit complete freedom of 
operation because a going concern 
is the best guarantee that back 
taxes will be paid. 

Attorneys for Saigh have as- 
sured the Government that pay- 
ment of any back taxes and penal- 
ties will be agreed on in any con- 
tract for sale of the club. Saigh 
is seeking to sell his controlling 
interest before going to prison. 


Now it is a question of putting 
this guarantee in a binding agree- 
ment with the Government. One 
source pointed out that in similar 
cases a sum of money sufficient 
to cover the amount of the lien 
has been. posted with the Reve- 
nue Bureau until final disposition 
of the suit. 

Saigh’s attorney's contend that 
the amount owed by their client 
is much less than the $558,811 
claimed by the Government, but 
the case may drag on for several 
years before -a final decision is 
reached. Meanwhile the large 
figure stands. 

Posting of a “syspense account” 
fund, equal to or‘more than that 
owed in taxes, is frequently done 
to stop accumulation of interest.

City’s Former Civil De- 
fense Director Says 


Pressing.’ 


A 10-point program for the se- 
curity and advancement of St. 
Louis, including such subjects as 
traffic, housing and human rela- 
tions, was set forth yesterday by 
Raymond R. Tucker in his éam- 
paign for the Democratic nomina- 
tien for*Mayor. 

In announcing his candidacy 2 
week ago, Tucker, the city’s for- 
mer director of civil defense and 
head of Washington University’s 
mechanical engineering depart- 
ment, said he would make state- 
ments from time to time on spe- 
cific problems of the city and out- 
line programs for them. “The 
city is at a crossroads and the 
need for progress is great and 
pressing,” he said. 

The points, which Tucker said 
“t bavg would “accept as a challenge” 
if he is elected, follow: 

Finance: Every aspect of the 
city’s future progress depends 
upon its solvency. This demands 
rigid economy in the city’s every- 
day business; centralization of 
budgetary controls and a guar- 
anteed, stable annual income 
which will permit reliable fiscal 
preparation for the future. 

Traffic and _ transportation: 
Traffic can flow smoothly only by 
expanded enforcement and a 
wider use of modern traffic engi- 
neering techniques such as: ex- 
pressways, stimulation of mass 
transportation, co-ordination of 
traffic signals, elimination of ob- 
structions and expansion of. off- 
street parking. 

Housing: Continued and vigor- 
ous support of public housing 
programs must be accompanied 
by a greater stimulation of pri- 
vate enterprise in urban redevel- 
opment, slum clearance, neigh- 
borhood improvement and pre- 
vention of blight. 

Health and Welfare: A strong 
and healthy community depends 
upon the active promotion of citi- 
zen health and welfare. This de- 
mands increased public awareness 
and support of such measures as:

In its 
peak year, 1950-51, the 89-cent 
levy. produced revenue totaling 
$10,248,136, school records show. 
The present $1.01 rate wil] bring 
in about $2,000,000 more—an esti- 
mated. $12,500,00 this fiscal year. 

What the proposed $1.15 levy 
would produce cannot be flatly 
caiculated, since this will depend 
on property valu€s, which in gen- 
eral have shown a rise in recent 
years, But the schools will need 
more money in the next two years 
than ever before, Secretary-treas- 
urer Mervyn E. Wiethaupt has 
estimated. 

$24,611,521 Budget. 

An additional $400,000 will be 
required next year and about $1.,- 
000,000 more in 1954-55, Wiet- 
haupt’s figures indicate. This 
year’s budget for general operat- 
ing expenses in $24,611,521 — a 


record to date. 


The estimated budget for the | 
next fiscal year is $25,057,429, | 
and in 1954-55, school expenses | 
will soar to $25,414,584, neces- | 
sitating the $1.15 rate “as a mini- | 
mum,” Wiethaupt said. Previous- | 
ly, he had set the required rate 
even higher. 

Principal factors in producing 
the increased expenses, school of- 
ficials agree, are wage boosts 
granted teachers and non-teach- 
ing employes. Salary increases 
costing $1,800,000 annually were 
given the school system's 3000 
teachers last May, and wage 
boosts given 1200 non-teaching 
employes last June will cost the 
School Board $750,000 a year. 


The two-year budget estimate, | 
which determined amount of the | 
tax rate to be sought, includes | 
another salary increase for teach- | 
ers.

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‘Stalin ind Gloomy Prophets in ’48 
Caused Him to Run, Truman Says 


Breaking of Potsdam Promises Convinced 
Him Arms Build-Up Was Necessary — 
Then Defeatists Got His Dander Up. 


By ROBERT G. NIXON 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 7 
(INS)—Former President Truman 
said he decided to run for the 
White House in 1948 because 


Stalin failed to keep his Potsdam 
agreements and “a lot of people” 


got his dander up by predicting 
his defeat. 


But his decision to retire in 
1952, he told me yesterday in an 
interview, was made principally 
because of his age and also be- 
cause he felt he had “done all I 
could” for peace and the nation’s 
economy and security. 

Truman told me as he sat be- 
side a three-foot world globe in 


his new eleventh floor Kansas 
City office suite: 


“I would not have run in 1948 
if Stalin had kept the agreements 
he made at Potsdam. | We would 
then haye bad peace.” 


The Potsdam agreement pro- 
vided for the demilitiarization of 
Germany as well as democratiza- 
tion and decentralizing of the 
government of that defeated na- 
tion.. It was signed by the United 
States, Russia, Britain and China. 

That ‘Show Me’ Spirit.

“And then, I co & a * jereonal 
reason, too, for running in 1948: 
There were a lot of people saying 
I didn’t have a chance to win. 
Well, that’s not the way to handle 
me. That got my back up. I had 
to go out and show them!” 


Truman said he was determined, 
if possible, not to leave the Presi- 
dency until he had done afl he 
could to lay down a blueprint for 
world peace that was backed up 
by armed strength—“the only lan- 
guage the Russians understand.” 

The four years from 1948 
through 1952, he said, were 
needed to accomplish these aims. 

The former president told me 
these were some of the factors 
which made him reach a firm de- 
cision in Ferbuary 1949, not to 
run again in 1952: 


1. Age. He will be 69 on May 
8 of this year. He would have 
been approaching 73 at the end 
of another term. Four more years 
in the White House might well 
have shortened his life. 


2. By the end of 1952, he was 
confident that the United States 
would have reached a sound de- 
fensive basis for its own security 
and that of the free world, and 
the groundwork laid for world 
peace through the United Nations. 


3. He had made “many political 
enemies” because he had og seg 
legislative proposals which he be- 
lieved were for the welfare of the 
people as a whole, but which an- 
tagonized “special interest” 
groups. _. 

4. He felt that while he had 

“made the Democratic party a na- 
tional party” through his 1948 
victory, it was time in 1952 for 
the party to be carried.on by a 
“new and younger face” who 
could not be blamed for the pro- 
posals that had aroused criticism 
of his administration. 
5. He believed that a basis 
had -been laid in his two terms 
for a sound economy that would 
keep the nation at top levels of 
prosperity for many years to 
come. 

6. Altogether, he was confident 
that by the end of his second 
administrative tenure that “I had 
done all I could” and that he 
could step aside and enjoy the 
rest of his years “doing what I 
want to do,” 

Wants te Enjoy Life. 

Truman said: “I wanted to have 
some fun and enjoy life in the 
next 10 years—and that’s what I 
intend to do.” 

The former president said that 
he was not able to anticipate the 
outbreak of the Korean conflict at 
the time he decided in February 
1949 not to run again, but that 
he had moved swiftly to stamp 
out that new Communist aggres- 
sion when it did come in June 
1950 and Had taken steps to seal 
off the spread of fighting in Ko- 
rea into a large war. 

“I was confident that the threat 
of a third world war was easing, 
and steps to meet the threat had 
been taken,” he said. 

“We had progressively stopped 
the Communists in their attempts 
at world expansion—in Iran, 
Trieste, Greece, Turkey, the Ber- 
lin blockade, and later, of course, 
Korea.”

“In concocting fantastic espionage 
conspiracies by imaginary ene- 
mies,” the council pointed out, 
Stalin seeks to so frighten and 
exploit his subjects that he may 
further his plans for world poor 


quest, 
Soviet Imperialism. 

“Free trade. unionists, the en- 
tire free world,” the council 
stated, “and lovers of liberty on 
both sides of the iron curtain 
have every reason to be alarmed 
by this turn of events. It is now 
clear that Soviet imperialism is 
attempting to assume the leader- 
ship of all Nazi and Fascist forces 
that have survived the defeat of 
Hitler and Mussolini. 

“This also means that Moscow 
will step up its collusion with the 
dictatorial regimes of Latin- 
America in a joint drive against 
democracy and social progress in 
the new world. Only last month 
the Communist party of Argentina

U.S. 125,000 TONS OF RUBBER 


BANGKOK, Feb. 7 (AP)—The 
Thai Government today decided 
to sign a new agreement with the 
United States Government for the 
sale of 125,000 tons of rubber— 
virtually Thailand's entire pro- 
duction—during 1953. 

The terms wilil be similar to 
last year’s agreement with Thai- 
land selling rubber at prevailing 
world market prices. 

When some members of the’ 
Thai National Assembly last year 
charged that the agreement was 
“persecuting” Thai economy, the 
United States offered to cancel it. 
But the Thai Government pre- 
ferred to conclude the agreement. 
This year there are signs of a 
rubber surplus.

With American production unusually high, 
unemployment unprecedently low, general 
confidence strong and prices about level, 
“deflation,” has become almost a scare word 
both to labor and management. Consumers, 
who make up both groups, want lower prices, 
of course, so long as their own individual jobs 
or business interests are not hurt. 

The big question is whether the White 
House program will bring about lower 
prices at the expense of production and 
employment, or even national security.

ANALYSIS of the domestic portion of the 
address discloses, despite its general lan- 
guage, several important deflationary—or 
non-inflationary—factors and only one major 
inflationary influence—removal of price and 
wage controls—and the probable effect of 
that is debatable.

If the White House succeeds in balancing 
the budgets over the full fiscal years of the 
Eisenhower Administration, there will be a 
reversal of the general Democratic course 
during the last 20 years that covered the de- 
pression, World War II, the Korean hostilities 
and the rearming of the free world. The 
Republicans have opportunities not available 
to the Democrats, who balanced their budgets 
only in fiscal years 1947, 1948 and 1951. A 
budgetary balance is possible this year, for 
which Truman predicted a deficit of 5.9 bil- 
lion dollars, but not likely. The Republican 
test will come during the year ending June 
30, 1954, for which Truman estimated a 
deficit of 9.9 billion dollars. 


The other deflationary factors proposed, 
but not spelled out in the message were: 
Higher interest rates on federal securities, 
retention of rent controls, extension of the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements law, and a 
modified program for controlling materials 
needed in defense and defense supporting in- 
dustries. 

Furthermore, he gave no definite pledge to 
farmers that the Republicans would keep be- 
yond the end of 1954 the mandatory 90 per 
cent parity price supports on basic agricul- 
tural products. He did say, “our aim should 
be economic stability .and full parity of in- 
come for American farmers.” But he added 
that “new policies and new programs must 
await the completion of the far-reaching 
studies which have already been launched.” 


Some economists, and nearly all farmers, 
argue that a fall in farm prices precedes a 
recession or depression. This occurred in 
the 1920s and farm spokesmen in and out 
of Congress are fearfully watching the cur- 
rent decline in farm prices. O. V. Wells, 
chief of the Agriculture Department’s Bu- 
reau of Economics, told a Senate committee 
this week that the parity ratio of what the 
farmer sells and what he buys has dropped 
from 105 per cent in January, 1952, to 95 
per cent in January, 1953. He predicted 
that net farm income this year would be 5 
per cent or more under 1952. 


Eisenhower could not forecast—nor can the 
economists — the effect of the ending of 
price and wage controls, 

“It is obviously to be expected,” he told 
Congress, “that the removal of these controls 
will result in individual price changes—some 
up, some down. But a maximum of. freedom 
in market prices as well as in collective bar- 
gaining is characteristic of a truly free 
people.” 

He was equally vague when talking about 
decontrolling wages. After generalizing that 
“normally, we should combat wide fluctua- 
tions in our price structure by relying largely 
on the effective use of sound fiscal and mone- 
tary policy and upon the natural workings of 
economic laws,” he added: - 


“Moreover, American labor and American 
wisiness can best resolve their wage problems 
across the bargaining table. Government 
should refrain ffom sitting in with them un- 
less, ip extreme cases, the public welfare re- 
quires protection,” 

Some economists employed by management 
have argued that government wage controls 
and government intervention in wage negotia- 
tions were effective aids to workers in getting 
larger increases than they would have got had 
labor and management battled out their dif- 
ferences alone, Sq many changes have oc- 
curred both in management and labor circles 
during the years of government controls that 
it would take a bold prognosticator to venture 


a definite statement about what will happen 
to wages, now that controls have been abol- | 


ished.

Results probably will not be self-evi- |- 


gress to approve. Two instances are obvious. 
If Congress refuses to extend rent controls, 
mostly in the industrial areas with defense 
contracts, rents probably will go up and the 
workers will demand compensating wage in- 
creases. If excess profits are allowed to ex- 
pire on June 30, workers, impressed by the 
large per share earnings’of some companies, 
will probably demand what they consider 
their part of the profits.

THE MESSAGE REFLECTED candidate 
Eisenhower's promises during the campaign 
and the advice then and later of his sup- 
porters, many of them leaders in government, 
finance and industry. 

Eisenhower’s selection of his closest offi- 
cial advisers on defense, monetary and fis- 
eal policies reflected an apparent determi- 
nation to obtain economy in government 
administration, thrift in government buy- 
ing and “tight money” in government and 
business financing. 

The order this week of Joseph M. Dodge, 
Director of the Budget, for reduction of gov- 
ernment personnel and a strict examination 
of government expenditure authorizations 
and contracts was the framework in which 
similar orders will be issued in the individual 
departments and agencies. 

It is noteworthy that the President told 
Congress that an examination had already be- 
gun of appropriations and expenditures in all 
departments to find significant items that 
may be decreased or “canceled” without dam- 
age to our essential requirements. With more 
than 80 billion dollars already appropriated 
by Congress for expenditure during the next 
fiscal year, nearly all of which has been allo- 
cated or obligated, only by cancellation of 
contracts, most of them in the Defense De- 
partment, can the budget be balanced. 
Eisenhower gave this further explanation 
to Congress: 

-“A balanced budget is an essential first 
measure in checking further depreciation in 
the buying power of the dollar. This is one 
of the critical steps to be taken to bring an 
end to planned inflation. Our purpose is to 
manage the Government’s finances so as to 
help and not hinder each family in balancing 
its own budget.” 

It is reported in Washington that former 
President Truman is burned up because 
President Eisenhower accused the Democrats 
of planning inflation. The State of the Union 
message, however, only repeated what Candi- 
date Eisenhower had charged during the cam- 
paign. 

At Troy, N.Y., on Oct. 22, he said: 

“The inflation we suffer is not an accident. 
It is a policy. It is not, as the Administration 
would have us believe, some queer and deadly 
kind of economic bacteria breathed into the 
atmosphere by Soviet Communists.” 

Here is what he told the New York audi- 
ence about where he would make the biggest 

cuts in expenditures: 

“Today most of our dollars—two out of 
every three—are spent on defense. Here—in 
the area of greatest cost to the American tax- 
payer—I know that savings can be made. 
This does not mean slowing the speed or cut- 
ting the size of the rearmament program we 
need. No responsible citizen could foster 
such folly in today’s world. It means bring- 
ing to the ‘Pentagon's costly operation the 
help of business. and professional examiners 
who can speak for the chief executive with 
expert knowledge. 

“T tell you this from my own experience: 
scrutiny of military spending can effect sub- 
stantial savings in our huge defense program. 

“We can have more defense for less money.” 

In ‘his Troy speech, Eisenhower also at- 
tacked the “cheap money” policies followed 
by Roosevelt and Truman threugh the Treas- 
ury secretaryships of Henry Morgenthau Jr., 
Fred M. Vinson—now the Chief Justice—and 
John W. Snyder. . In the economic vernacular, 
“cheap money” means low interest rates paid 
by government and business; “tight money” 
means high interest rates, with less money 
available for borrowing. 

Without mentioning names, Eisenhower pic- 
tured the controversy between Snyder and 
‘the Federal Reserve Board over who should 
control the interest rates on federal securities. 

“The way this cheap money. policy has

hydrant, while with the other hand it has 
been trying to check its flow. The Admin- 
istration’s controls over prices are nothing 
but weak stop-gaps. The really effective 
controls—those over money and credit— 
were ignored by the Administration. A resort 
to those controls would have paralyzed their 
scheme to use cheap money for their own 
ends. 

“The Federal Reserve Board had power to 
impose the necessary restraints. But under 
a Fair Deal Administration, the power of this 
independent agency was hamstrung. We had 
too many controllers and no controls.” 

The Troy speech was a revised version of a 
speech Eisenhower had prepared for Cleve- 
land in September but had been discarded 
after he had heard by television vice presi- 
dential candidate Richard M. Nixon explain 
about the $18,000 he had received as a Sena- 
tor from a group of Californians.

ANOTHER INSIGHT into Eisenhower's 
economic views, especially his desire to have 
the Federal Reserve Board above the Treas- 
ury Department in determining government 
interest rates is contained in the undelivered 
Cleveland speech. 

It had this pertinent passage: 

“The Federal Reserve Board in the last 
seven years repeatedly wanted to tighten 
money controls—to strengthen money by 
credit restrictions. The Treasury until re- 
cently refused to go along. To restrict credit 
and raise interest rates would have meant an 
increase. in the interest paid on Government 
bonds, otherwise Government bonds could not 
compete in the open market and their sale 
would fall off. Such an increase in interest 
rates might have cost the Treasury a maxi- 
mum of two billion dollars annually in the 
postwar years. So—to save this two billion 
dollars—the Treasury vetoed controls, there- 
by premoting a postwar inflation that raised 
the cost of our defense program by some 70 
billion dollars.” 

Eisenhower's top fiscal and monetary offi- 
cials have already started to put their “tight” 
money policy into practice by beginning to 
re-finance the short-term Treasury paper, 
held mostly by banks, into long-term securi- 
ties that will attract the non-banking inves- 
tors, such as pension trust funds and insur- 
ance company holders. 

More than three-fourths of the present 267- 
billion-dollar federal debt comes due in the 
next five years. Under former Secretary 
Snyder much of this borrowing was on paper 
running from 90 days to a year and paying 
around 1 per cent interest. This was—in 
oversimplifeid terms—merely a bookkeeping 
transaction, with the banks and the Govern- 
ment “creating” money which increased the 
number of dollars chasing the available goods 
and services, 

The sale of long-term Government bonds 
to individuals, trust funds and insurance com- 
panies, on the other hand, means that money 
that could be used for private purchases is 
taken out of circulation, thereby decreasing 
the number of dollars chasing goods and serv- 
ices. To attract private buyers, however, the 
Government must pay a higher interest rate,

The top official is Treasury Secretary 
George M. Humphrey, Cleveland indus- 
trialist and banker, who selected as his 
closest aids Marion B. Folsom, former 
treasurer of the Eastman k Co., as 
Under Secretary, and Randolph Burgess of 
the National City Bank of New York, as 
adviser on fiscal affairs. Folsom has been 
a leading figure in C.E.D. and Burgess is 
a noted authority on government financing. 
For years he was on the staff of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank in New York. 


Equally impartant, William McChesney 
Martin Jr., formerly of St. Louis, will remain 
as Chairman of the Board of Governors of 
the Federal Reserve System. It was Martin 
who won the battle against Truman and 
Snyder over Federal Reserve Board support 
of government securities. By an orderly re- 


securities went from above par to around 96. 
This marked the beginning of the end of

The governors of the Federal Reserve 
Board are highly pleased with the Eisen- 
hower fiscal program for it not only gives 
them greater authority over federal securi- 
ties but, if the budget is balanced, they will 
be able to hold a tighter rein on credit 
through the discount rate, something not pos- 
sible in deficit financing. 

Eisenhower did not mention the recent 
great increase in installment credit’ which 
is causing some economists to put up danger 
signals.

OUTSIDE THE FISCAL and monetary pol- 
icy makers, the Eisenhower officials who will 
greatly determine whether there shall be a 
balanced budget are Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson and Mutual Security Direc- 
tor Harold E. Stassen. Their recommenda- 
tions will go a long way in determining 
whether expenditures for defense and eco- 
nomic aid to the free world can be reduced 
by the billions needed to balance the budget. 
Eisenhower promised at Troy that his econ- 
omy program did not mean “slowing the 
speed or cutting the size of the rearmament 
program we need.” It will be Wilson’s job 
to get the scheduled defense in the same 
time for less money. 


Economic aid to the free world aiabeiine 
will be cut down by Congress with the ap- 
proval of many Democrats as well as Re- 
publicans. The rearmament program is an- 
other matter. Some Republicans, such as 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, think it can 
be cut without endangering our security. 
This, however, is a problem for experts who 
have access to information not available to 
economists or laymen. The revised budget 
which Eisenhower sends to Congress prob- 
ably will tell what solution he and the other 
experts have reached. 


The final decision, as usual, rests with Con- 
gress. Eisenhower did not specifically call 
for retention of the excess profits tax beyond 
its automatic expiration date of June 30. Such 
economists as Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, formerly 
chairman of the President’s Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, has urged retention of this 
tax. Speaking before the Mortgage Bankers 
Association of New York last week, before 
the Eisenhower message, Nourse outlined 
what he thought the Government should and 
should not do to prevent a major depression. 
On excess profits taxes, he said: 

“It should not lower taxes until expendi- 
tures have been brought down to the level 
where no further deficits are piled on top 
of our present public debt. I believe it 
would even be a smart thing for business 
to allow the excess profits tax, bungling 
though it is, to continue beyond its present 
expiration date on the theory that com- 
petitive pricing or even wise price admin- 
istration would be no more than a nominal 
burden on them. Of course revision to take 
the legitimate interests of small and new 
business inte account should be made be- 
fore the law is extended.” 

Positive legislative action is required to ex- 
tend the exeess profits tax law just as new 
legislation is needed if the accompanying 
reduction in personal income taxes proposed 
by Chairman Daniel A. Reed of the House 
Ways and Means Committee is to become 
effective. 

The most practical way for Congress to 
back up the Eisenhower program to make 
elimination of the deficit the first order of 
business, as he recommended, would be to ex- 
tend the excess profits tax law until Dec. 31, 
as advocated by Senator Taft, and to block 
the Reed bill so that the individual income 
tax reduction will not start until Jan. 1. The 
action of .Congress on these taxes will go a 
long way in determining whether the con- 


sumer pays higher, present or lower prices.

No theorist, he has come up in a tough iIn- 
dustry. Yet his horizons have expanded 
beyond old line trade unionism to a concept 
of democratic unions abroad as an answer to 
Communism, and integration of unions with 
community activities at home as an obligation 
of citizenship. 

McDonald’s immediate goal is to fatten the 
pay envelopes of his 1,200,000 members. He 
looks askance upon cost of living escalator 
clauses, such as contained in Walter P. Reu- 
ther’s five-year contracts with the automotive 
industry, which Reuther is seeking to re-open. 


' There is no substitute for collective bar- 
gaining on basis of real wages, McDonald 
told the Post-Dispatch in an interview. 
He pointed out that steelworkers’ weekly 
earnings have increased by 221.5 per cent 
between 1937 through last year while the 
cost of living as computed by the Govern- 
ment’s price index has gone up 94 per cent. 
McDonald, who begins wage negotiations 
in June with the United States Steel Corpo- 


industry, as provided in a contractual re-

MAIN POINTS of his credo, as head of 
one of the nation’s key unions, include: 
Contract observance by both sides is the 
basis of sound industrial relations. It repre- 
sents an avenue for a union to merit public 
trust. 


During the life of an agreement any differ- 
ences of interpretation should be resolved 
through grievance machinery, preferably at 
the shop level. Failing in that, they should be 
settled through arbitration. 

A “wild cat” strike constitutes anarchy. 
Responsibilities of a major union leader 
include keeping abreast of the American 
political scene and protecting the position 
of his membership in times of adverse polit- 
ical or economic trends. 

Efforts to promote sound trade unionism 
abroad are necessary not only to raise eco- 
nomic standards there but to protect our own 
standards. 


A union should promote good citizenship. 
Citizenship comes first. President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, for example, should be re- 
garded as “president of the steelworkers 
and of the whole country.” 

Labor can best bargain directly with man- 
agement. Government representatives should 
only appear on labor-management councils in 
advisory capacities. 

Nationalization of private industry, as in 
the case of the steel industry in Great Brit- 
ain, has turned out to be detrimental to the 
workers. 

An announced goal next year is the guar- 
anteed annual wage for steelworkers. 

Incentive plans, based on productivity, are 
not ruled out but must be cautiously planned 
and carefully examined. 

* * * 

“THERE ARE TWO ASPECTS to this busi- 
ness of industrial relations,” McDonald ob- 
served, “but only one of them usually comes 
to public attention. That is when an agree- 
ment is being negotiated, sometimes marked 
by a strike, 

“But the other part is the day-by-day 
housekeeping of industrial relations, after an 
agreement has been reached. That is the real 
stabilizing element in labor-management re- 
lationships. 

“Once a contract has been signed both 
sides should do their level, honest, best to 
live up to that agreement. A contract is a 
sacred obligation to be observed by both par- 
ties. It is the basis of sound industrial rela- 
tions. Through the use of grievance and 
arbitration machinery as spelled out in such 
contracts we really have democracy in action.” 

McDonald said that while he favored com- 
pulsory arbitration to supplement grievance 
procedures in dealing with contractual inter-

pretations he rejected compulsory arbitration 
to bring about an agreement. 

“I'm talking about enforcement of labor 
agreements which are freely negotiated,” 
McDonald said, “but I can’t accept the idea 
of enforced agreements. That is what com- 
pulsory arbitration would do.” 

A fundamental idea of a union, McDonald 
maintained, is to prevent strikes. Strikes are | 
only justifiable, he added, in trying to get 
an agreement, at the end of an agreement, at 
a legal reopening period, or if a company 
deliberately abrogates a contract. Even then, 
he continued, “one does not casually lower 
the boom.” 

McDonald contended that had there been 
strong industrial unions during the 1929 eco- 
nomic collapse wage cuts might have been 
resisted and the downward spiral arrested 
by maintaining the purchasing power of the 
workers. 

Living standards all over the world have 
become his concern. He is a board member 
of the anti-Communist International Confed- 
eration of Free Trade Unions and has been 
on frequent missions to Europe and Central 
and South America. Labor delegations from 
Africa, Japan and Europe have toured the 
steel mills and visited local union halls, 


“They see something besides routine meet- 
ings,” McDonald said, “for our people are in 
terested in community activities. Often 
unions will have glee clubs and orchestras. 
Sometimes'a union member will give others 
a chance to do something they wanted to do 
but didn’t know how to go about it. It’s a 
a way of life.” 

McDonald, who was a boy violinist and 
who now plays jaz on the piano occasion- 
ally, recalled that union sponsorship of the 
Pittsburgh Symphony Orchestra on a tour 
of mill towns had “brought music to the 
people” and proved a big success. Many 
unionists, he added, are town officials, leg- 
islators, Board of Education members, com- 
munity leaders. 


“The way I figure it," McDonald said, “you 
are a citizen first of all. My God, my coun- 
try, my family, and my union.”

McDONALD is- of opinion that no one has 
gauged the political trend in this country, 
including President Eisenhower. We aré in 
a period, he said, of watchful waiting. 


“We hope for the best,” McDonald, a 
Democrat, said, “and we will support the Ad- 
ministration so long as it is right. We will 
fight it when we think it is wrong. But 
Eisenhower is not just a Republican presi- 
dent. He is our President, the president of 
the steelworkers and of the whole country.” 
McDonald has had four pleasant meetings 
with Eisenhower, the last one after the No- 
vember election when with several other CIO 
leaders he exchanged greetings with the 
President-elect. Their first meeting wag in 
a Normandy apple orchard, when McDonald, 
on a War Department mission, had lufich 
with the then Supreme Commander and spent 
the afternoon discussing problems of‘supplies 
and production. 

At 50, McDonald looks anything but like 
the popular conception of a labor leader. 
Well tailored, tending to tweeds, youthful 
in appearance, he resembles a campus 
athlete. 


A graduate of Carnegie Tech’s drama 
school, he has had one-act plays produced 
on the radio and turned down a Hollywood 
offer as assistant director. He’s a golfer, 
active in civic affairs—Community Chest, 
Boy Scouts, a director of an orphans’ 
home—yet a union plugger keeping long 
hours and occasionally delivering florid 
speeches packed with old-line trade union 
precepts. In his spare minutes he snaps 
photographs, has them mounted on slides, 

His father was a steelworker in Pittsburgh, 
who was once driven from Springfield, IIL. 
when he espoused the Knights of Labor dur- 
ing a strike. Dave McDonald, grandson of a 
union organizer, went to work in the steel 
mills when he was 15. He got 22 cents an 
hour as a machinist’s helper. The turning 
point in his life came six years later on a 
baseball diamond. There a friend told him 
that Phil Murray, then vice president of the 
United Mine Workers, needed a secretary. 
McDonald got the job, at $225 a month. He 
remained Murray’s aid until Murray’s death 
last Nov. 9. 
~ Since then, McDonald, whose position as 
acting head of the steelworkers is about to 
be made permanent in an. unopposed refet~ 
endum, hasn't heen able to steel himself to 
enter Murray’s fifteenth floor office in the 
Commonwealth Building here. Instead, he 
has continued to occupy his own office, that 
of Secretary-Treasurer, a title he has held 
since organization of the union.

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It Could Kill a Lot of Time 


President Eisenhower is a newcomer to the 
twin ‘worlds of politics and government. He is, 
therefore, entitled to some little feeling, testing 
and probing out of his course as he goes along. 
Nobody expects a professional soldier to be as 
familiar with political processes and methods as 
someone trained in Congress or in the office 
of Governor of an important state. 

This feeling and testing procedure is taking 
form in the appointment of White House com- 
missions to study important problems. Some 
fields have already been earmarked for extend- 
ed study by presidential commissions. Others 
are in the offing. This was a thread that ran 
through the President’s State of the Union mes- 
sage last Monday. 

_ One commission has been announced for the 
formulation of a long-range agricultural program. 
Another is to study methods for nears | the 
facilities and services of the Department of 
Labor. Still another is to work on a formula 
for federal-state relations in such fields as hous- 
ing, education and health, Yet another is to 
study government reorganization and to further 
the proposals of the Hoover Commission. 

Presumably there may well be a commission 
to chart a course for the new Administration in 
the thorny field of civil rights. Certainly one is 
needed to assess the extent of ‘the internal 
Communist menace and to propose ways and 
means of dealing with it that. will not do more 
harm than good. 

Someone in Administration councils, however, 
should sound the warning that an inordinate 
amount of time could be wasted by commissions. 
Few commissions complete studies short of six 
months. In that length of time the first session 
of the new Congress will be drawing to a close. 
It may be impossible to get some of the recom- 
mendations acted on within the calendar year. 
By this time next year the political pot will be 
warming up for the midterm congressional elec- 
tion, which may produce an indorsement for the 
new Republican regime—or hand it a setback. 

The Eisenhower Administration runs another 
danger if it refers too many issues to White 
House commissions. This danger is that Con- 
gress meantime will take the initiative and de- 
velop its own solutions. For both Senate and 
House contain Republican members who have 
been in office for many years. They have been 
facing these issues in one way or another for a 
long time. The committees on which they serve 
ought to be able to get down to work without 
waiting on commission reports. 

Already President Eisenhower himself has 
both used and disregarded the commission ap- 
proach, He removed wage-price controls after a 
short period of study by a committee. He has 
called for extension of social security to cover 
millions of people not now included. Senator 
Taft is not waiting for recommendations as to 
revising the Taft-Hartley law. 

‘The commission is a valuable device. Prog- 
ress has stemmed from many commission reports. 
Presidents Hoover, Roosevelt and Truman all 
used them to advantage. President Eisenhower 
would do well to see which recent commission 
reports—as for example, that on public health— 
can be used by the new Congress without the 
delay of sitting around for the report of still 
another commission on the same subject. 

A sound rule to follow would be to use a com- 
mission only when one is actually needed. Other- 
wise put the elected representatives of the peo- 
ple to work without loss of precious time. 
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How They Voted 


Missouri’s two Senators, Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. and Stuart Symington, deserve their con- 
stituents’ thanks for voting to grant President 
Eisenhower the same reorganization powers 
which President Truman held. So do Senators 
Douglas and Dirksen of Illinois. 

Senator McCarthy, in combination with Sena- 
tor McClellan (Dem.), of Arkansas, had sought 
to curtail the President's powers with a bill 
making it easier for Congress to veto any reor- 
ganization plan. Senator Symington supported 
McCarthy in committee, but reserved the right 
to change his mind after hearing the debate on 
the floor. He heard the debate and changed his 
mind. 

McCarthy, however, did not change his. Along 
with Cordon of Oregon and 13 Democrats, he 
voted to the last to curtail the President’s 
powers. Many of our readers will regret to note 
that Senator Morse, the lone independent, voted 
the same way. 
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Lincoln in His Fullness 


The 144th birthday of Tom and Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln’s boy, Abraham, comes Thursday. This 
year the occasion will be marked with rare ap- 
propriateness—publication of “The Collected 
Works of Abraham Lincoln,” under the sponsor- 
ship of the Abraham Lincoln Association of 
Springfield, Ill. The 10-volume work achieves a 
standard of scholarship and historical value 
matched by the beauty of the bookmaking and 
typography. 

Within the 5000 pages of these volumes is 
virtually all that-Lincoln put in writing from 
about 1824 when he scrawled the copybook verse 

Abraham Lincoln 

his hand and pen 

he will be good but 

god knows When 
until the night of April 14, 1865, when he noted 
on a card at 8:30 o’clock, just as he and Mrs. 
Lincoln were starting for Ford’s Theater: “Allow 
Mr. Ashmun & friend to come in at 9 a.m. to- 
morrow.” Altogether there are some 7000 let- 
ters, speeches, recommendations, memorandums, 
indorsements, about half of which have never 
before been published. Here are the wise words, 
the human ones, the anecdotes, the brief mes- 
sages, the state papers, the suggestions to his 
generals, the thoughts for the folks back in 
Sangamon county of whom he would always 
be one. 

The earlier collections, gathered by Nicolay 
and Hay, by Ida M. Tarbell, Paul M. Angle, 
Emanuel Hertz and others, have gone into this 
master work and the new material besides, in- 
cluding the Robert Todd Lincoln papers, held 
unread in the Library of Congress until six 
years ago. A fascinating section of the new 
collection ig an appendix of 170 pages which 
lists hundreds of ‘forgeries or doubtful items 
attributed to Lincoln. It also cites known writ- 
ings for which no manuscripts have been found. 

The officers and members of the Abraham 
Lincoln Association, particularly George W. Bunn 
Jr.; the editors, Roy P. Basler, Marion Dolores 
Pratt and Lloyd A. Dunlap; the publishers, the 
Rutgers University Press, and the designer, P. 
J. Conkwright—all can take deep satisfaction in 
their achievement. The Rockefeller Foundation, 
which contributed $50,000, has not often helped 
a work of such durable value. It is sad to 
think that the Abraham Lincoln Association and 
its handsome quarterly now cease to exist, but 
reassuring to know that no organization could 
climax its existence more fittingly, For here 
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sell bonds, build toll roads and charge motorists 
fees to pay off the bonds. But the authority 
would first be expected to conduct studies to see 
whether toll roads are needed. 

The Good Roads Association says, in effect, 
that the need should be proved before the 
authority is established. Missouri has just em- 
barked on a 10-year $550,000,000 highway pro- 
gram. Is it already inadequate? 

For example, nearly everybody agrees that the 
most logical toll route would be from St. Louis 
to Joplin. That would parallel Highway 66, 
which is being made into a dual-lane pike. Does 
the State need a second, paralleling it? 

These questions should be answered before a 
toll road authority is set up. If the authority 
had to make studies proving the need for toll 
roads, it would be in a position of justifying 
its existence. Would a toll road authority be 
likely to find that it had no job to do? 

There are other reasons for going slow on toll 
roads. They may represent a quick way of get- 
ting highways, but they also represent a more 
expensive way. The interest on toll road bonds 
does not pay for pavement. It is profit for 
bondholders. And the fees charged for using 
such roads are many times present road taxes. 

Toll roads can only be justified where it is 
impossible to meet heavy traffic demands with 
free roads. This is especially true in thickly 
populated areas but is it true in Missouri's hills 
and prairies? 

Beyond that, the present toll road bill does 
not seem to make it absolutely plain that exist- 
ing highways could not be taken over for toll 
roads. This State has had a continuing struggle 
to protect and expand its highway system. 
Would it stand for surrendering roads already 
paid for in behalf of turnpikes which the public 
would still have to pay for? 

Bond houses and construction engineers may 
be enthusiastic about toll roads, for these are 
multi-million dollar projects. But the only test 
here is what is good for Missouri. The Good 
Roads Association is right in urging the Legis- 
lature to find out where toll roads lead before 
starting the trip.

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Little Wheels and Big 


Approval of the plaza redevelopment plan has 
been asked of the Board of Aldermen. What 
the aldermen are asked to do, in effect, is to 
start a little wheel that will turn a big wheel 
for the progress of St. Louis. 

Once the city has linked Memorial and Aloe 
plazas, its contribution to the housing part of 
the project would cost about $58,000. For that 
sum, the city would get a $20,000,000 residen- 
tial development. Where else could the city ob- 
tain such an improvement for an investment of 
three-tenths of 1 per cent of the cost? 

The seven large park apartments to be built 
along the north edge of the new plaza area 
would themselves serve as a generator of other 
movements for the good of downtown St. Louis 
and the city as a whole. As members of the 
City Plan Commission told the aldermen at Fri- 
day’s hearing, a successful start on this housing 
project is necessary to enlist the interest of in- 
vestors, not only in other residential redevelop- 
ment plans, but in the recently announced plan 
to rebuild some slum areas with new industrial 
and commercial districts. : 

Thus in a sense the aldermen hold the key to 
the entire movement for rehabilitation of the 
central district—which pays one third of the 
city’s property taxes—in their hands.

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The Colleges Under Attack

From the Annual Re 
President, 


There is justifiable concern today in 
academic circles about certain malicious 
misrepresentations of the nation’s colleges 
and universities. But there is nothing new 


+ in the phenomenon. 


Mr. Lowell in his day had to meet head- 
on demands to “fire” certain faculty mem- 
bers because of what they said as citizens. 
For the whole of my term of office there 
have been off and on recurring attacks on 
Harvard as well as other universities. 

At the moment the charges range from 
that of harboring 
members of the Com- 
munist party to 
teaching economics 
in such a way as to 
make converts to the 
political doctrine of 
nationalization of in- 
dustriessor to sup- 
porting socialistic 
schemes for health 
insurance. However, 
I am inclined to 
think the proponents ‘ 
of the ridiculous 
charge that our col- 
leges are subversive 
receive a wider hear- 
_ today than at any time in recent his- 

ory. 

Among the reasons for this change in 
the popular attitude towards institutions 
of higher education is the failure of col- 
leges by their collective action to demon- 
strate the nature of their primary task. For 
example, the public entertainment business 
in which almost all of us are engaged has 
become so competitive as to generate pub- 
lic scandals. (Let us remember Harvard 
was the first college to build a stadium, 
and if President Lowell had not stood 
steadfast against alumni pressure, we 
would have today a giant stadium built 
in the gay ’20s on borrowed money.)

Attackers Single Out Targets 


Another reason, perhaps, for public sus- 
picion of the colleges is the special posi- 
tion they have occupied under the Selective 
Service Act as this has been administered. 
A group of college presidents of whom I 
was one proposed in early 1951 that a 
universal military service law be enacted: 
but this suggestion was not followed by 
the Defense Department and Congress. 
Instead Selective Service promulgated 
regulations which were designed to keep 
the colleges full of students and give in 
fact total exemptions to most scientists and 
engineers. These regulations accomplished 
their immediate purpose but at the price 
of a growing popular resentment. 

Those who attack our colleges make the 
most of the public activities of certain 
faculty members and of the political dis- 
agreements about economics and social na- 
tional policy that have divided this nation 
for 20 years. 

As to the first, we must admit that a few 
(a very few) professors in some universi- 
ties have made foolish public statements 
as a consequence of their earnest desire 
for an immediate peaceful settlement with 
Soviet Russia. To most of us their attitude 
has been completely unrealistic as to the 
nature of the global struggle with Com- 
munism. But before anyone condemns the 
utterances of those who have seemed apolo-

gists for Russian Communism, let him re- 
member how recently we were allies of the 
Soviet Union and also how long it took 
for many of us to become fully aware of 
the true namre of the Communist party in 
the United States. 

If there are members of the staff of any 
university who are in fact engaged in sub- 
versive activities, IT hope the Government 
will ferret them out and prosecute them. 
But in so doing, I fUst it will not create 
an atmosphere in which professors would 
be afraid to speak freely on public issues. 

Certainly if the trustees or administra- 
tive officers of a university were to en- 
gage in any investigation of a professor's 
activities as a citizen, the life of the uni- 
versity would be destroyed. Of that I am 
sure. 


Professors’ Outside Activities 


Outside of his classroom a professor 
speaks and acts as a private citizen. What 
his views may be or how wisely or foolish- 
ly he speaks is no concern of the univer- 
sity administration, provided he is not act- 
ing illegally as determined by due process 
of law. And the phrase “due process” can 
“— be underlined in this period of ten- 

on, 


As I have said on more than one occa- 
sion in the past few years, I would not be 
party to the appointment of a Communist 
to any position in a school, college or uni- 
versity. There are no known adherents to 
the party on our staff and I do not believe 
there are any disguised Communists either. 
But even if there were, the damage would 
be done to the spirit of this academic com- 
munity by an investigation by the uni- 
versity aimed at finding a crypto-commu- 
nist would be far greater than any con- 
ceivable harm such a person might do. 


As to the charges that some professors 
hold unpopular political opinions, the an- 
swer is, of course they do. It would be a 
sad day for the United States if the tradi- 
tion of dissent were driven out of the uni- 
versities. For it is the freedom to disagree, 
to quarrel with authority on intellectual 
matters, to think otherwise, that has made 
this nation what it is today. Indeed, I 
would go farther and say that our indus- 
trial society was pioneered by men who 
were dissenters, who challenged orthodoxy 
in some field and challenged it success- 
fully. The global struggle with Commu- 
nism turns on this very point. 


Way of the Totalitarians 


As to the balance between orthodoxy and 
unorthodoxy in any faculty which deals 
with controversial subjects, be it theology, 
philosophy, law, political theory, architec- 
ture or economics, that is for each univer- 
sity to determine by its own procedures. 
The independence of each college and uni- 
versity would be threatened if govern- 
mental agencies of any sort started in- 
quiries into the nature of the instruction 
that was given. 


The colleges of the United States have 
nothing to hide, but their independence as 
corporate scholarly organizations is of su- 
preme importance. One need hardly argue 
this point in view of the dramatic ex- 
amples of what occurred under the Nazi 
and Fascist regimes as well as what is now 
going on in totalitarian nations.

Regarding the Far East, the 
Big Three decided at Yalta that 
Russia would enter the Japanese 
war within three months of vic- 
tory over Germany. Stalin prom- 
ised furthermore to support and 
make a friendship treaty with the 
Nationalist Government of China 
and recognize its sovereignty in 
Manchuria. In return he was 
promised “unquestionably” all of 
Sakhalin island—he already had 
half of it—and all the Kurile 
islands, joint operation with Chi- 
na of vital Manchurian railroads, 
commercial rights in,Dairen and 
a naval base at Port Arthur. 


What Stalin Was to Give. 


On the European side, Yalta 
made arrangements for establish- 
ing temporary governments and 
eventually holding free elections 
in liberated or former Axis satel- 
lite nations and for giving Poland 
a more democratic government 
with prompt “free” elections. It 
was also agreed to give Russia 
territories that had been in Po- 
land as well as areas of East Prus- 
sia, and to compensate Poland by 
handing over, subject to a later 
peace conference decision, a big 
chunk of Eastern Germany. 

On the United Nations front, 
the Big Three agreed on a 60- 
called veto-quoting formula in 
the proposed Security Council 
(the U.N. charter was to be final- 
ly drafted at San Francisco later 
in 1945) and on membership in 
the General Assembly for the 
Soviet Ukraine and White Russia 
as well as the Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics of which they 
are a part. This was the “three 
votes for Russia” deal. 

When the Yalta conference 
wound up after a week—and the 
ailing President Roosevelt began 
his last long journey home — a 
communique was published. It 
covered the agreements for dem- 
ocratic governments in Europe 
and similar subjects, but omitted 
the Far Eastern agreement and 
the deal for “three votes for Rus- 
sia” in the U.N. 

On the basis of the commu- 
nique, the Yalta conference was 
hailed as a masterpiece of Big 
Three diplomacy. Russian co-op- 
eration to establish world peace 
was seen as assured. Democracy, 
it was then said, would reign in 
eastern Europe. . 

Doubts Begin to Arise. 

But shortly thereafter grave 
doubts about the achievements of 
Yalta began to grow in the public 
mind here while abroad the high 
tide of co-operation between Rus- 
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that the published agreements 
were not the only agreements 
reached at Yalta—that secret un- 
derstandings had also been 
reached, 

These inklings of something 
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while Russia was still heavily en- 
gaged with Germany. 


As for what the United States 
got out of the deal, the White 
Paper said that in February, 1945, 
the A-bomb was still just a possi- 
bility, the Japanese army in Man- 
churia was a major threat and the 
United States was paying a high 
price in lives for its island-by- 
island drive toward the Japanese 
homeland. The deal with Russia, 
it said, was designed to get Stalin 
to engage the Kwantung army 
just before United States forces 
assaulted the main Japanese 
islands—an assault which never 
proved necessary. 


Short War for Russia. 


As it turned out, ‘Russia went 
to war with Japan Aug. 9, three 
days after the first atomic bomb 
fell and five days before Japan 
actually surrendered. 


Meanwhile, Soong journeyed 
to Moscow to negotiate with Sta- 
lin and Company the friendship 
treaty, and the Chinese conces- 
sions, promised in the Yalta 
agreement, and this was con- 
cluded Aug. 14. 


Again many people felt that a 
new era of world peace was be- 
ing cemented and that a strong 
China under a firm government 
friendly to the United States and 
Russia was assured. They reck- 
oned without understanding the 
nature of Soviet Communist op- 
erations. 


George F. Kennan, later famous 
as the author of the theory of 
“containment” of Communism, 
had already warned in a dispatch 
from Moscow, where he was then 
stationed, that Russian aims for 
domination over China would not

Why Americans Are Wary. 

The explanation of why Repub- 
lican and Democratic leaders alike 
are extremely wary of any more

The first was Tehran at the 
end of 1943. It charted the strat- 
egy of victory in arb oe It 
reached one truly political agree- 
ment; namely, to respect Iran’s 
sovereignty and assist it at the 
war's end because had 
opened its railroad for shipment 
of war supplies from the United 
States to Russia, but when the 
time came, it took substantial 
pressure from the United States 
to force the Russians out. 

The Yalta conference followed 
in early 1945. 

The third meeting was the Tru- 
man, Stalin, Churchill and Attlee 
meeting at Potsdam after vic- 
tory in Europe and five months 
after Yalta. This elaborated on 
the Yalta agreements for dealing 
with defeated Germany and pther 
European areas. It arranged for 
unifying Germany despite the 
four zones of occupation—Rus- 
sian, British, French, American— 
but the Russians were never will- 
ing to make a start even on eco- 
nomic unity because, American 
officials charged, they were too 
intent on (1) looting Eastern Ger- 
many under the guise of takin 
reparations, and (2) laying a foun- 
dation for extending Red sway 
over as much of Germany as they 
could. 

In the Far East in the post- 
Yalta period, the United States, 
at least through much of 1946, 
was pursuing a policy of unify- 
ing China by getting the Reds to 
merge their forces with the Na- 
tionalists and accept positions of 
political responsibility. 

This policy was continued for 
a time despite growing evidence 
from Eastern Europe that, once 
the Communists got a foothold in 
a government, all other elements 
were forced out. 

Ald to Chiang Disputed. 

On the military side of the Chi- 
na problem, there has always 
been a controversy about whether 
the United States gave Chiang 
sufficient aid. Republican critics 
have accused the Truman admin- 
istration of withdrawing help 
from Chiang when he most need- 


ed it in order to force the merg- | 8°frY. 


er. Truman officials, including 
some military leaders, asserted 
Chiang received all the help he 
needed to defeat the Communists 
but his armies were so poorly led 
and his government so corrupt 
that he lost vast supplies to the 
Reds almost as fast as he got 
them. 

In 1949, the Communist tide 
engulfed China. In December of 
that year, Chiang Kai-shek fled 
to Formosa.

Southerners have adapted 
themselves to integration just 
about as well as northerners. 

The problem was most acute in 
the Army since the Army had a 
much larger proportion of Ne- 
groes than the Navy or Air Force. 
Also, neither the Navy nor the 
Air Force had drafted men while 
the Army had a large proportion 
of them, For this reason, integra- 
tion has proceeded slowly in the 
Army. It was felt to be better 


to go slowly and avoid aie oe 
incidents that might set or 
halt the program entirely, 


Efficiency Never Questioned. 


It was always obvious that inte- 
gration would add to the effi- 
ciency of the armed forces. The 
Negro population as a whole has 
not had the same opportunity as 
the white population to gain edu- 
cation, technical skills and expe- 
rience in leadership. When Ne- 
groes were concentrated in segre- 
gated units these lacks ‘made 
longer training necessary and unit 
performance often suffered from 
inexperienced leadership. - 

The armed forces give a mental 
examination to all men. AS a 
result of this test, which meas- 
ures adaptability and capacity to 
learn, inductees are divided into 
five groups listed as (I) very fast 
learners, (II) fast learners, (III) 
average, (IV) slow learners and 
(V) very slow learners.

Poet Spins a Thrilling Tale 


ONLY THE UNAFRAID, by Ronald 
Kirkbride.

ONALD KIRKBRIDE’S 
Ress training as poet and 

magazine editor has pro- 
vided him with the tools to 
provide a most enjoyable tale. 
“Only the Unafraid” is tightly 
written, with beautiful phrasing 
and sustained drama which 
reaches a series of stimulating 


, climaxes. 


Writers of detective stories 
would do well to study the 
Kirkbride technique. He takes 
a*subject entirely foreign to 
mystery or intrigue and leaves 
the reader breathless and in 
doubt about the outcome until 
the very end. 

“Only the Unafraid” is the 
third book of a trilogy which 
traces the attempts of David 
Jordan and his fellow Quakers 
to establish a farming co- 
operative in the Carolinas. This 
story begins with Jordan's re- 
lease from prison after serving 
two years for refusal to par- 
ticipate in World War II either 
in uniform or in a conscien- 
tious objectors’ camp. 

He is plunged immediately 
into the problems of re-estab- 
lishing the co-operative, which 
had been broken in a previous 
clash with feudal forces of the 
Old South. 

There is no slackening of 
pace as Kirkbride weaves into 
the moving story, with a wel- 
come.economy of words,: the 
co-operative’s technical diffi- 


culties. An account of a local 
hoodlums’ raid on the Quakers’ 
camp, in which buildings are 
destroyed and a man is killed, 
requires only four pages. But 
it’s all there, every detail. 
The chronicle of the fight of 
Jordan and his friends against 
epidemic, crop blight, human 
and mechanical failures, the 
threat of eviction and. open 
hoodlumism, parallels the sec- 


. ondary tale of how Jordan be-

Certainly. there was plenty 
of the sordid in her early life. 
She was born in a one-room 
flat over a cafe “in a steep 
cobbled street of leaning houses, 
slate colored and old, under 
the shining loftiness of the 
Sacre-Coeur.” 

The women she knew took 
care of their husbands and chil- 
dren by sewing and lace- and 
hat-making. Children were born 
in the midst of great poverty 
and were sent out to the coun- 
try to nurse. Death from mal- 
nutrition was common, 

Her mother worked hard at 
her lace-making and millinefy. 
Her father was a hard drinker; 
“absinthe made a tiger of him.” 
Her Aunt Mari-Therese, who

QUARRY STONE . 
USED FOR FLOOR 
INSIDE OF HOUSE 


What was merely an experiment 
a year or two ago has now be- 
come one of the most prominent 
trends in architecture and interior 
house design. This is the use in- 
side the house of what are ordi- 
narily considered “outside” ma- 
terials 


Proof of the public's acceptance 
of this development lies in its 
great growth, One aspect is the 
economy in house construction 
when the outside wall continues 
right through to the interior, as in 
the case of the cut stone exterior 


wall indoors. 

Another influence along this 
line stems from the desire for 
small, easy-to-care-for homes that 
still seem spacious. Architects 
and designers are achieving this 
effect by utilizing the grounds 
around the house for living areas, 
in such a way that they become 
integral parts of the home. 

For example, a flagstone terrace 
will not stop at the door, but con- 
tinues into the hallway or foyer, 
with smooth waxed stone replac- 
ing the more irregular flags for 
the interior. An indoor dining 
room may have stone flooring that 
is repeated for an outdoor dining 
terrace. This technique, coupled 
with the use of large vindow 
areas, often seems to double the 
size of a room.

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"CORRIDOR SCENE AT CENTRAL IW THE EARLY 1900,

N Wednesday night of this 

week, a group that will in- 

clude young and old, distin- 
guished civic leaders and average 
men and women, famous names 
and lesser knowns, will assemble 
in the same auditorium. The tie 
that will bind them is a simple 
one, the centennial celebration 
of their secondary school Alma 
Mater, Central High School, old- 
est public high school west of the 
Mississippi. 

Lettermen from Central still 
wear an “H” on their sweaters, 
a letter symbolic of the day when 
Central was The High School and 
a new, highly debated experiment. 
Public education itself was at an 
experimental stage then. As late 


as the 1830s, one historian has. | 


written, “The streets swarmed 
with idle children and public 
‘gehool lands laid unoccupied.” 
But while the founding of publie 
grade schools met with general 
approval, many objected to a sec- 
ondary school “good enough for 
the children of the richest, free 
enough for the children of the 
poorest.” 

There were those solid citizens 
who said they did not want to 
support a “poor man’s school”; 
if parents wanted higher educa- 
tion for their children, let. them 
send them to private schools. 
Others held that they did not 
want to be taxed for gyre 
egy Still others 
with alarm the idea of vetting 
teenagers of both sexes associate 
so freely.

N this combined atmosphere ‘a. 

faith and doubt, the high school, 

formally called St. Louis High 
School, was opened on Feb. 11, 
1853, on the third floor of Benton 
School. This building was on the 
east side of Sixth street between 
Locust and St. Charlies in the 
nicer residential area. At that 
time, the business section of town 
extended only to Fourth street 
and Grand and Olive was farm- 
land. 

Judged by today’s standards, 
the studies then do not seem 
strictly “ornamental.” The stand- 
ard course included Latin, Greek, 
German, higher algebra, analyti- 
cal grammar, solid and spherical 
geometry, philosophy, chemistry 
and geology. One wonders what 
the students of that day would 
think of today’s curriculum with 
its classes in retailing, with show 
cases and window displays, its 
cooking classes in gleaming mod- 
ern kitchens, classes in driving 
with dual control cars, and the 
annual good-grooming clinic. 

“In those days, high school was 
exclusively for. college prepara- 
tion,” E. W. Alexander, present 
principal of Central, says. “Today 
we specialize in what is known as 
‘terminal education.’ Only 10 per 
cent of our students go to college 
- we shape our courses to con- 
orm.” 


ie ete 
ESPITE its academic strict- 
[ress 13 students, nine boys 


and four girls, finished the 
course of study and the first com- 
mencement exercises were held in 
1858. Campbell Orrick Bishop, 
later to become a judge, deliv- 
ered the salutatory address. The 
high school meanwhile had moved 
to its own building on Fifteenth 
and Olive streets, a minareted 
structure surrounded by a 50- 
foot yard and a low iron fence. 

It is recorded that the boys 
played football in the yard, using 
a baseball instead of a pigskin, 
and frequently a splintering crash 
could be heard on the other side 
of Olive street. 

The call for volunteers during 
the Civil War met with great re- 
sponse in this sentimentally di- 
vided city, so much so that in 1861 
the school was closed for several 
weeks. Refugees from the South 
flocked to the city and their chil- 
dren entered school. 

One of these was Charles Nagel, 
later to become a United States 
cabinet member. He recalled later 
in reminiscences that a high spot 
of his school career came when 
he carried a flag in a fund raising 
pageant, and accidentally hooked 
a blazing gas chandelier, almost 
precipitating a stampede. 

In 1866 a calamity did occur 
when a furnace became over- 
heated and set fire to the school. 
Boys and teachers formed a buck- 
et brigade and finally quelled the 
fire, but the principal, Charles F. 
Childs, who had been recuperat- 
ing from an illness, suffered a 
relapse and died a few days later.

was badly overcrowded. Nor- 
mal school courses were being 
given in addition to the high 
school course and classes were 
held at Peabody and Douglas 
schools and at the Polytechnic 
building downtown. In Septem- 
ber 1893, a $43,000 building was 
opened at 1030 North Grand 
boulevard (there were those who 
protested it was “too far west”), 
and it is this “Old Central” that 
so many old grads remember. 


Those who attended around the 
turn of the century no doubt re- 
member such early school pubii- 
cations as The Monthly Blossom, 
The Nut, The Reflector, The 
Echo, and The High School News 
when it was a glossy monthly 
publication. In the spring of 1896 
a great problem came up: should 
young ladies be given a place on 
the board of editors? The young 
gentlemen very properly tabled 
the question until fall and time 
took care of this, as other, prob- 
lems. 


Others of that era may remem- 
ber the annual Thanksgiving 
morning football game with rival 
Smith Academy and the glorious 
day in 1899 when underdog Cen- 
tral won. Those in the senior 
class of 1900 might recall that 
class’s Tennis and Croquet party 
held way out in Clifton Heights 
to which most traveled by train, 
though “some of ye brave ladies 
dared the Suburban car.”

EMBERS of the class of 1903 

have been the most faithful of 

all classes to keep in touch. 
Eleven of the women meet oy 
or 10 times a year and recently 25 
of the 1903 classmates, including 
some who flew in from California, 
Florida and Pennsylvania, held a 
reunion dinner at the home of 
Mrs. Byron Moser. They looked 
at such mementos as Mrs. Moser’s

HOSE who went to Central 

during World War I undoubt- 

edly remember the surgical 
dressings and comfort kits assem- 
bled by the girls, the Liberty 
Bond speakers, and the Greek 
Games put on at Forest Park by 
the Girls Athletic Association for 
the benefit of the Red Cross, of 
which the Post-Dispatch said, 
“The Municipal Open Air Theater 
in Forest Park has never staged 
a prettier performance.” And per- 
haps they would remember the 
occasion in 1919 when Central, 
the school’s official name from 
1904 on, was changed to Theodore 
Roosevelt High School and a 
storm of protests from students 
and alumni led to the hasty res- 
toration of “Central” and the 
name “Theodore Roosevelt” was 
subsequently bestowed on a new 
school in South St. Louis. 

Some memories are common to 
all students. Certain changeless 
faculty members for instance, like 
W. J. S. Bryan, a school teacher 
or official from 1873 to 1930 and 
a school figure until his death at 
age 96. There were principals 
Chester B. Curtiss, F. Louis Sol- 
dan and Stephen Douglass; teach- 
ers I, N. Judson and Lillian Helt- 
zell, who were among the 15 
Latin teachers Central once had. 
Egmont Froehlich who played 
piano with white gloves on, Mrs. 
M. H. Ludlum of physical culture 

classes, and Amelia Fruchte, tire- 
less devotee of Shakespeare. 

It was. Miss Fruchte who made 
school history by turning to a 
tiny man one day and ordering, 
“Here, boy, mail this.” The “boy” 
was Coach Mike Walker, one of 
the institutions of the school and

In 1947, a dinner honoring Mike 
Walker was given under the 
ce of old grads Joseph 
olland, Stratford Lee Morton, 
Sidney Maestre, Al Fleishman and 
William Taggart.

The problems of protocol are 
legion. Who has the right to put 
on the Queen’s glove? Who will 
carry the spurs and swords and 
other historic regalia so impor- 
tant to this tradition-weighted 
ceremony? Who will attend the 
Queen at this point or that point? 

To settle these and all the 
other myriad questions and de- 
mands the arbiter is -precedent, 
and the decision is given by a 
special court of claims established 
for just that purpose. 

The court has gotten a lot of 
help from the precedents pro- 
vided in the coronations of 1902, 
1911 and 1937. 

The barons of the Cinque ports 
were found entitled to bear the 
Queen’s canopy at the corora- 
tion, (The Cinque ports, originally 
five in number, now are a clus- 
ter of maritime towns in Sussex 
and Kent. In the old days they 
were given special privileges in 
return for provisioning ships and 
supplying men for protection 
against invasion.) 

The Lord Mayor of London’s 
right to carry the crystal mace 
was affirmed. Lord Hastings and 
Lord Churston were told they 
can bear the “great spurs.” Lord 
Dudhope was given the right to 
carry the royal standard of Scot- 
land. 

Of the major claims put for- 
ward, only four have been re-

jected. Those turned down in- 
cluded the claim of the Duke of 
Somerset to carry the bejeweled 
orb. The court said he had pro- 
duced insufficient evidence of the 
right being invested in him for 
this service. 


Lord Clarendon and not the 
court solved what had promised 
to be one of the real headaches 
of the coronation planners. The 
Lord Chamberlain always hands 
the heavy, 32-inch royal sword 
te the Archbishop of Canterbury 


- in the coronation ceremony. 


Since 1938, the Lord Chamber- 
lain has been 75-year-old Lord 
Clarendon, who is not able to 
carry the sword because of ‘an 
old leg injury. Clarendon re- 
signed and Queen Elizabeth 
named the younger Earl of Scar- 
borough te- succeed him. 

That sword has caused trouble 
before. When King George III 
was crowned, it was completely 
forgotten and a substitute sword 
had to be borrowed from the Lord 
Mayor. The young king after- 
wards complained bitterly to the 
deputy earl marshal of that day 
—who did not improve matters 
by stammering: 

“I have taken care, sir, that 
the next coronation shall be regu- 
lated in the exactest manner pos- 
sible.” 

All this fs but the setting for 
a show that has a single star— 
the Queen. 

It will cost $8000 a minute to 
crown Elizabeth and the corona- 
tion ceremony will last six hours.

The next rite is the placing of 
the Queen’s ring upon the fourth 
finger of her right hand, “the en- 
sign of kingly dignity.” Follow- 
ing this, the archbishop gives her 
the Scepter with the Cross to hold 
in her right hand, and the Scepter 
with the Dove (“the rod of equity 
and mercy”) for her left hand. 

After this, the official schedule 
relates, “comes the crowning with 
St. Edward’s crown. This mag- 
nificent ermine - circled gold 
crown has twin pearl and jewel- 
encrusted golden arches meeting 
above the velvet cap inside... 
great emeralds, rubies and sap- 
phires are surrounded by yet 
more diamonds.” 

The gold crown {fs so heavily 


encrusted with jewels it weighs, 


almost seven pounds. Only for 
these few* moments during the 
whole of her reign will the Queen 
wear this particular crown. 

An extremely impressive part 
of the ceremony concludes’ the 
coronation ritual: The homage 
paid by the archbishop, the bish- 
ops, the princes and peers of the 
realm. Probably the first person 
to render Elizabeth homage will 
be her husband, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh. 

The colorful ceremony ends 
with the recession into St. Ed- 
ward’s chapel. Here the Queen is 
disrobed of her royal robe of 
state and arrayed in a robe of 
purple velvet, and she changes 
St. Edward’s crown for her im- 
perial crown. 

Holding the orb and the sceptre 
with the cross, the Queen will 
proceed out of Westminster Ab- 
bey while the national anthem 
swells forth—and the long ritual 
is over.

The machine is powered and 
controlled by electricity. It fits 
into one end (or the left side, if 


you prefer to say it that way) of 
the upper freezing compartment 
of a box, where temperature 
ranges between zero and 10 de- 
| grees above zero at all times. 
Now this is what it is and how 
‘it works’ There’s half of a tube 
‘two and one-half inches in diam- 
/eter, that sits there like a little 
trough. There’s a permanent 
connection from the back of the 
refrigerator, through a one-quar- 
| ter inch copper pipe, with the 
home water supply and a valve 
that acts in the same way as the 
Seacia on the kitchen sink. 
Only thing about this faucet is, 
the housewife doesn’t heve to 
worry about turning it on and off 
to get water into the ice maker.

To the housewife who's to use 
the combined washer, dryer, how~- 
ever, the equipment must be 
examined in' more critical detail 
than that. Well, for one thing, 
it is rated to handle eight pounds 
of dry clothes ... they go in 
dry ... albiet dirty, and come 
out dry .*, . but clean and fluffy, 
ready to iron or ge out and 
fold away or hang. The process, 
they say, too, is, just about as 
simple as that. 

There fre three controls, One 
of them has to do.with water and 
its temperature, another is for 
the washer, and another for the 
dryer. There’s one more, whoopy- 
jigger, a push-pull business that 
ean either start or stop the wash- 
dry cycle of operation at any 
point in the procedure, should 
that be necessery for any reason. 
The drying action thus can be 
used separately to dry out some- 
thing that got wet somewhere 
other than in the washer. 

Clothes can be soaked for al- 
most 19 minutes, they say, before 
the washing starts and washing 
takes not quite 14 minutes. Dry- 
ing time varies of course with the 
amount of a particular load of 
laundry, the weight of the gar- 
ments, blankets or whatever has 
been put into the machine, and 
the degrees of dryness desired 
whether damp, for ironing, or 
fluff-dry for the shake out and 
fold-away procedure. 

When it is said that the thing 
works au‘omatically, that means 
it is controlled, of course, by 
such ¢lectronic gadgets as themo- 
stats, time-limit switches, and the 
like, and it’s hooked up to water 
lines and drains by hoses. It can 
be drained into stationery tubes, 
too, if wanted, for the pump sys- 
tem is said to have a six-foot ver- 
tical lifting power, under normal 
conditions.

IN HOME LAUNDERING

| faint stirring in the author’s mind. After months of writ- 


ing, it suddenly develops a life of its own. It is now a 
manuscript, neatly typed and stapled between card- 
board covers. It will sit under a producer's third-degree 
age and be asked if it can earn a living—for the author, 
producer, the investors, the director, the actors, the 
stage and costume designers, the theater owner, the 
stagehands, the ushers. And their families. 

If its possibilities look favorable, the play goes into 
production. The story idea that first chellaunet the 
author now lays claim on the director, and, in turn, on 
the others who have roles, both on and off the stage, in 
putting it before the footlights. And then, on opening 
night, it will challenge a critical audience. If the play is 
sickly in construction, anemic in direction, or suffering 
from malnutrition of the budget, it may die a quick nat- 
ural death. But if it was well conceived and ably 
duced, it has chances of a long and prosperous

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Miller’s success with “All My Sons” in 1947 and with 
“Death ef a Salesman,” which won the Pulitzer prize in 
1949, made this a portentous event. On these pages is 
the story, from Miller's first tentative outlines to finished 
production, of the creation Sper play—which became 
New York's current top hit, “The le.” 

“The Crucible” is the story, founded on fact, of the 
fanatical Puritan persecutions of people accused of 
witchcraft in Salem, Massachusetts. The time is 1692, 
a year when some 200 persons were im ed and 19 
were hanged'on the basis of hysterical accusations of 
allegiance to the devil—a theme of bigotry that has its 
contemporary applications. 

Before he began writing, Miller did weeks of re- 
search at Salem. He went over the original court records 
and visited historic sites. Finally, in a one-room shack 
back of his summer home near R , Connecticut, he 
came to gtips with his theme. Early in September, the 
Miller family.returned to their home in Brooklyn, where 
the author worked on revisions. In the same month, 
with the still unfinished, casting was begun, and it 
continued right up to rehearsal time in December. '

Rehearsals started Decembe

about examining and getting used 
to them. There were minor prob- 
lems. A long table used in the 
second-act courtroom scene was 
found to be too low, and car- 
eomete: lengthened its legs.

No one 
got enough sleep. 

The company gave four per- 
formances at ngton, closing 
on Jan 17. Then, feeling 
ready for Broadway, it returned 
to New York.

After the author finds a producer, and both agree on a 
director, the producer finds “angels” to put up money to get 
the en started, and exercises general supervision over 
it. For “The Crucible,” with its top-name prime movers, Pro- 
ducer Bloomgarden readily raised $75,000 without any of 
the backers having even seen the script. His practice is to 
divide the cost among many investors so none gets badly 
hurt if the play is a flop. 

The investors share profits on a 50-50 basis with the 
producer. Miller gets his royalties on the gross—S per cent 
on the first $5000 a week, 7% per cent on the next $2000, 
10 per cent on the gross over $7000. If the play is a smash 
hit, investors get their money back in about 12 weeks, then 
start counting dividends. Director Harris got a flat $5000 
fee for staging the play, and collects a percentage from both 
gross and profits of this and future productions. His job 
is finished 


Capacity of the Martin Beck gives “The Crucible” a top 
possible gross of $32,000 a week, and it has to gross $18,000 
to break even. Scenery, including construction expense and 
Aronson’s $3000 fee, cost $25,000. Costumes and designer's 
fee ran to $5000. Weekly payroll for the cast of 21 is $6400. 

Running to capacity in its first week, the play grossed 
$29,000—with a total of $3000 discount for reduced prices 
to Theatre Guild members. Guild subscription performances 
run about three weeks, then all seats earn the full price.

In 

my months of flying back and forth over 

the Philippines I have become accustomed 

to many hardships, but never did I dream 

of the experience that ended my flying for 

1952. 

In early December, Marshall Nunn arrived 
to assist in the supervision of the Information 
Centers, and we made brief inspection visits 
to acquaint him with his new duties. 

Our final trip to the Information Center, 
Laoag, was.completed on December 30, and 
Marshall and I were returning to Manila for 
New Year’s Day festivities. At the airport, at 
10:15 a.m., we joined Carlos Barranda, an in- 
surance adjuster, who had been a congenial 
fellow guest at the hotel. While we wefe wait- 
ing on the porch of the airlines office, I noticed 


a young man in a leopard-cloth jacket speak- 
ing with one of the airport employees. 

We were in a jolly mood as we found our 
seats, Marshall and Carlos in the double seats 
by the right emergency door and I in the single 
seat by the left emergency door. I noticed the 
man in the leopard-cloth jacket among the 
several passengers. He was sitting alone in a 
front seat. 

As soon as we were aloft after a smooth take- 
off, I asked the purser to bring me the morning 
paper. A few minutes after I had started to 
read, the slamming of the cockpit door blew 
the newspaper against my face. 

@ “The crew must be expecting rough 
weather,” I thought, and resumed my reading. 
Suddenly, a terrific lurch to the left brought 
blankets and safety jackets tumbling down. 

@ The purser paused at my seat and we asked, 
“What on earth has happened?” “It must have 
been a terrific downdraft,” he replied.

up. Immediately, blood spurted from his head.

Two small holes 
could be seen near the lock of the door. 

I half rose from my seat, but Carlos mo- 
tioned me back.

@ I glanced at the other passengers and it 
seemed that only we three had observed the 
tragedy. I whispered to Carlos and Marshall 
that the man wearing the leopard-cloth jacket 
was no longer in the cabin! 

@ We sat staring dumbly at the closed door 
of the cockpit. The plane turned left, and we 
noted with increasing horror that we were 
leaving Northern Luzon and were flying out 
over the China Sea—toward Red China. 

@ We recalled that the Philippine government 
had been rounding up Chinese communists. 
We surmised that one or more Chinese com- 
munists were hijacking the plane to escape to 
Red China: :

We had been flying over the China Sea for 
about an hour when I noticed that the plane 
was turning around toward the Philippines. 
But the plane straightened and again pro- 
ceeded west. 
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which we then held up to the windows of the airliner, hoping the pilots would see. | 


I soon noticed that the engine on my side 

of the plane was sputtering as if it was not 
receiving sufficient fuel. 
@ It was then that we started putting on life 
jackets. Our activities attracted the attention 
of the other woman passenger, an attractive 
young Filipina, who also donned a jacket and 
moved to the seat in front of me. She asked, 
“Are we flying directly to Manila?” I wanted 
to tell her our fears, but Carlos warned me not 
to alarm her. I explained the life jackets by 
saying we were expecting rough weather. 

Soon after, we glimpsed land. I told Marshall 
and Carlos that I was going to the lavatory. 
In the lavatory, I looked around for anything 
that would help us when we landed. I crowded 
toilet tissue into my purse for use in case of 
injury, since we had no bandages.

| RE-ENTERED THE CABIN and studied the 
mechanism of the lock on the main door. The 
other passengers had not moved. About 2:30 
p.m., we were fiying over hilly farmlands, 
which we recognized as Chinese. 

The sputtering of the left engine still 
alarmed us, but about this time we had another 
glimmer of hope. The signal to fasten seatbelts 
was flashed on, and we reasoned that someone 
was still interested in our safety. 

Suddenly we were startled by objects strik- 
ing the plane. Marshall and Carlos looked out 
and saw two small planes following us. Bullets 
from their guns hit the right wing. Then I 
could hear what I took to be anti-aircraft fire 


hitting the bottom of the plane directly be- 
neath my feet. I lifted my feet and even then 


- was amused at my reaction. Carlos and Mar- 


shall excitedly exclaimed that the planes bore 
the Chinese Nationalist insignia. 

Marshall waved his- handkerchief to the 
fighter pilots, whom he could see plainly. The 
wings of our plane wig-wagged, and Carlos said 
that it was a distress signal from whoever was 
at the controls of the plane. 

I reached behind me and pulled the white 
seat cover from the back of my seat. Carlos 
grabbed it and said, “Give me your lipstick!” 

I did not have a lipstick in my purse, but I 
leaned forward and asked the Filipina, who 
gave me hers. While Carlos was writing SOS— 
US.—P 1. on the seat cover, I reached over and 
pulled the seat cover off the seat in front of 
Carlos. He wrote SOS—U.S. on it and handed it 
to Marshall. Carlos held the message to the 
right window and Marshall held the other to 
the left. Soon we noticed that we were losing

altitude. We looked out and could see only 
fields and paddies. 

For what seemed hours, we waited for a 
crash. Then we began to climb again. 

We had now been flying for nearly six hours.

flag! We soon landed, taxied for several min- 
utes and finally stopped near a large plane 
bearing the letters C.A.T. (Civil Air Transport) .

WE LEAPED FROM OUR SEATS and one of us 
opened the door. A Chinese soldier met us and 
motioned for us to remain on the plane. The 
soldiers repeated “Shanghai? Shangai?” to 
which we gave an emphatic “No!” 

Then I glanced up and saw the co-pilot 
coming up the aisle, followed by the young 
man in the leopard-cloth jacket. I had not 
seen them enter the cabin. In fact, for the 
moment I had forgotten the danger behind 
the cockpit door. 

@ Now we stood aside so that the two men 
could go down from the plane. Soldiers and 
officers were flocking from all directions. 

@ I lost sight of the leopard-cloth coat after 
we passengers were permitted to go down. 
Then, with gestures, the guards assured us we 
were safe. We were almost giddy with relief. 
@ As soon as Feliz Gaston, the co-pilot, could 
explain what had happened to the Chinese 
officers, the young man in the leopard-cloth 
jacket was placed under guard. All of us were 
taken to the military police headquarters. 

After much coming and going of officers, we 
learned that Captain Pedro Perilas had been 
shot by the young man now under guard, when 
the Captain refused to obey the youth’s written 
command to fly to Amoy, Red China. The 
lurch of the plane that had frightened us was 
the Captain’s last act to save his plane and 
protect his crew and passengers, for the youth 
fired two shots into his back during the lurch. 
At gun point, Felix had been forced to obey the 
youth who made him fly to Red China. 

, > a ¢ 
BY VARIOUS SIGNALS, FELIX HAD informed the 
pilots of the Nationalist planes that he was 
in distress and that he wanted them to take 
him in. Instead of landing in Red China as 
the youth had planned, we were escorted to 
Kinmen, an island still controlled by Free 
China only a few miles from Amoy. The anti- 
aircraft fire had come from Communist guns. 

Later the pilot of the Nationalist planes 
came to greet us and to apologize for firing on 
our plane, but they had to fire to show that 
they meant business, We welcomed the oppor- 
tunity to express our gratitude for their action 
in bringing us to Free China. 

That same night we flew back to Manila in 
a special Philippine airlines plane. 

Not until I read the Manila newspapers the 
next day did I learn that the Chinese youth 
who had shot Captain Perlas and the purser, 
Eduardo Diago, was Ang Tin Chok, a fugitive 
from the police, wanted for attempted murder 
in Manila. He had made this daring attempt 
to reach Amoy, his native city! Bus

HE DOCTOR put a spell on me 
...I was suffering so much 
pain.” 

In a small North Carolina 
town near here, a sullen-eyed man 
was talking to police who had just 
arrested him for the murder of a 
doctor. 

“Do you feel better now?” police 


_ asked him. 


“Yes,” the man said, “I don’t feel 
the pain any more.” 

@ Police learned that the man, who 
had undergone facial surgery, be- 
came angry because the doctor 
couldn’t take away the pain follow- 
ing the operation. The pain, he be- 
lieved, was caused by a spell the doc- 
tor had put on him and his family. 
@ This slaying gives tragic empha- 
sis to the fact that belief in “hexing” 
is still widespread—even in 1953. 

@ Says Dr. Vernon Kinross-Wright, 
neuropsychiatrist: “There are many 
areas North and South in the United 
States in which people believe in 
hexing and conjuring.” 

According to this belief, there are 
people who can hex you, people who 
can “unhex” you—and even different 
types of hexes. 

Dr. Kinross-Wright studied, at 
Duke University* here, what people 
really mean when they say they are 
“hexed.” 


He ‘Spelled Me’ 


urinc the past two years he has 
talked to 64 psychiatric pa- 
tients who blamed their trou- 

bles on “spells.” 

Not long ago, for example, a 
frightened young man came to the 
doctor and desperately begged for 
help. 

“A hex man spelled me,” the man 
said. “I got a terrible pain in my 
stomach. I can’t eat and I got a ter- 
(“He is now at Baylor University, in Texas.)

rible thirst. 

“I hear you can hypnotize people 
and take things off their minds. 
Maybe this will make me better.” 

When Dr. Kinross-Wright asked 
him to come back for treatment, the 
man said he first wanted to see a 
powertul “conjure man.” 

The patient never came back. The 
doctor heard later that the man had 
been cured. The conjure man had 
“unhexed” him—for $50. 


“We can’t shrug off patients like - 


this man by saying they are men- 
tally ‘off the track,’” says Dr. Kin- 
ross- Wright. “True, some are para- 
noid-schizophrenics — mentally-ill 
people who believe they are being 
persecuted. They can only be helped 
through psychiatric or medical care. 

“But others are not mentally ill. 
They are suffering from a deep feel- 
ing of guilt—like the young man who 
came to see me. 


Pains Are Real 


Try to escape by putting 
the blame outside themselves 
—on a hexer, for example. To 
them, their pains are very real. 
“Generally, a hex victim won't 
trust a psychiatrist or any other 
doctor. He’ll'‘go to a conjure man to 
take the hex off. He probably thinks 
this “counter-hex” is stronger than 
the hex put on him in the first place. 
@ “Whatever else the counter-hex 
is, it is a powerful mental force. We 


can’t dismiss it as mere mumbo- 


jumbo. In treating ‘hexed’ patients, 
we will have to find some psychiatric 
equivalent for the counter-hex.” 

@ After my talk with Dr. Kinross- 
Wright, I decided to look for first- 
hand evidence of hexing. 

I ventured deep into the red clay 
hills of North Carolina, scene of one 
of the most famous hex dramas of 
recent years. 

There I talked to one of the main 


characters of this drama — Steve 
Richardson, a young tobacco farmer. 
He had been hexzed, he said, by a 
local witch doctor and had been sick 
in bed for 15 months. 

Finally, “a hypnotist from New 
York” came down and unhexed him, 
and he got better right away. 

“I been okay since,” Steve told me. 
“Sure, I still believe in spells.” 

Then I asked Steve about his 
neighbor, Willie Mitchell. Willie 
claimed he had been hexed by the 
witch doctor who had hexed Steve. 

The back-country hex drama 
came to a spectacular climax when 
Willie was charged with slaying. 
witch doctor. : 

In view of the evidence, the court 
indicated it would consider a plea of 
manslaughter. Willie pleaded guilty, 
was placed on probation and or- 
dered to pay court costs. 

Willie’s friends and neighbors 
promptly passed the hat and raised 
the money. 

The hexing trail finally led me to 
“Preacher Oliver,” famous for his 
knowledge of “conjurin’.” 

“A spell contains your mind,” 
Preacher Oliver told me. “But you 
have to be afraid to be hexed. 

“There’s three kinds of spells. 
There’s a lingering spell, a traveling 
spell and a love spell. 


‘Spell’ Me dic tive 


oe you have a lingering 
spell, you can die from it. A 
traveling spell makes you 
restless, so you move away from 
your house. A love spell is what a 
wife uses to keep her husband home. 
You got to use a certain kind of per- 
fume. You buy it in Chicago. Some 
folks use bitter apple root. 
@ “Yes, there’s all kinds of spell 
medicine. You take a snake and cut 
off its head and let the blood run 
into a bottle. 
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@ “Then you dry the snake skin and 
grind it up and mix it with the blood. 
Shake it up good. If you paint that 
on a door knob and a man touches 
it, he will get the spell and his hand 
will swell up. 

“To stop a traveling spell, you 
sprinkle graveyard dirt around a 
house. You go to a graveyard at 
night and dig some dirt from beside 
a bad man’s grave. You throw a dime 
in the hole to pay him for the dirt. 
Then you pick up a handful of that 
dirt and walk out of the graveyard 


~ backwards. 


“‘There’s root men, too. A root man 
will put a root under your doorstep 
to dress the house [cast a spell}. 
That will make you restless and you 
got to move. 


DR. KINROSS-WRIGHT: “Modern man is 
more superstitious than he realizes." 


“You can’t touch the root. If you 
do, it will burn. You got to get a hex 
man to take away the root. 

@ “I heard if you drive nails in a 
man’s doorstep, it will put pains in 
his body. The pains will go up his 
legs right into all his body. 

@ “Lots of people under a spell go to 
a doctor. But the doctor will say the 
wrong thing. So the people will go to 
a hex man. 

® “But a good Christian man,” 
Preacher Oliver says, “could pray 
and move a spell. You got to have 
faith. Prayer will ‘kill all that hex
